Gulf Oil, the American-based 
corporation, will today become 
the first company voluntarily to 
agree to a stake for the newly 
formed British National oil Cor¬ 
poration in its North Seat oil¬ 
fields. 

_ Outline details of the. par¬ 
ticipation agreement between 
Gulf and the Cover ament are 
expected to be announced today 
and must be seen as a major 
breakthrough for the Depart¬ 
ment of Energy’s campaign to 
win a 51 per cent stake in the 
commercial oil discoveries made 
so far. 

With a number of die other 
large American oil corporations 
showing a marked reluctance to 
enter into voluntary negotia¬ 
tions over participation, the 
fact that Gulf, one of the 
“ Seven Sisters ” char dominate 
the industry, has become the 
first company to agree to a 
BNOC stake, is doubly impor¬ 
tant. 

Gulf entered the North Sea 
oil search in an equal partner¬ 
ship with Continental Oil 
(Conoco) and the National Cnal 
Board, and made five signifi¬ 
cant oil discoveries, all in the 
area to the north-east of Shet¬ 
land. BNOC gained a one-third 
interest in the group on 
January 1 when die NCB’s 
North Sea interests were trans¬ 
ferred to it. Participation will 
reduce Gulf’s one-third share 
to 24.5 per cent. 

Conoco is thought to be in 
advanced participation negotia¬ 
tions with the Government and 
once these are completed, prob¬ 
ably in the near future, BNOC 
will have achieved its objective 
of a 51 per cent stake in these 
fields. ' 

Because of the former hold¬ 
ings of the NCB, Conoco and 
Gulf will lose a proportion¬ 
ately ■ smaller . percentage of 
their title.to North Sea produc¬ 
tion, a factor that which made 
them prime _ candidates for 
early negotiations on participa¬ 
tion. 

A number of other participa¬ 
tion agreements are expected : 
to follow. Some of the smaller 1 
companies with holdings in the 
North Sea, including Tricentrol, 
have been negotiating for many 
months and are close to agree¬ 
ment. 

British Petroleum has also 
agreed in principle to state par¬ 
ticipation in its Forties oil¬ 
field, . but negotiation of a 
detailed, pact with Bl^OC has 
run into difficulties arising 
from deeply held objections to 
the scheme in the upper 
echelons of the company. . 

It is-thought: that Mr Bend;' 
Secretary of State for 'Energy, 
put the final touches to the 
Gnlf agreement when he visited 
the United States last week. 
Pressure is likely to mount on 
the other large American com¬ 
panies to concede voluntary par¬ 
ticipation. 

Exxon, which is in partner¬ 
ship with Shell in four large 
fields, has' publicly stated that 
as long as participation is volun¬ 
tary, it is not volunteering. Dis¬ 
tribution of new exploration 
areas is expected later in the 
year and the Government is 
making it clear to reluctant 
companies that cooperation will 
be on a reciprocal basis. 

Fields covered by the Gulf 
agreement are the Dunlin and 
Thistle, at present under de¬ 
velopment; the Hutton, where 
commercial prospects are again 
under evaluation ; and the Mur¬ 
chison and the United Kingdom 
extension of the Statfjord fields.

In a surprise statement after 
aa all-day meeting yesterday 
the Council of the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals announced that it 
was “reaffirming” its opposi¬ 
tion to the hunting of any 
animals, including foxes, with 
hounds. 

It had expressed that attitude 
towards hunting in its policy 
statement of 1971, the society 
maintained. There had_ been 
absolutely no change in its 
policy on fox hunting. 

That assertion is certain to 
surprise many members of the 
society as well as the public, 
w-ho have believed that the 


^SFCA, while opposed in gen¬ 
eral to foxhunting, reluctantly 
accepted that it had to be con¬ 
trolled and that in the society’s 
view ** no more humane alterna¬ 
tive was available **. 

But Major Ronald Seager, the 
society's chief executive direc¬ 
tor, said yesterday that the 
reservation on control had been 
dropped in 1971. 

In its 1971 policy statement 
the RSPCA deplored the un¬ 
necessary killing of any wild 
creature or the Inflicting of 
unavoidable suffering and dis- 
tress. It said it would seek 
legislation ro end the hunting of 
wiid > deer with hounds, the 
hunting of otters, and hares. 

At no time was foxhunting 
specifically mentioned. But 


Major Seager said yesterday 
thar foxhunting had been in- 
eluded in the “ unnecessary 
killing of any wild creature ", 

The RSPCA also reaffirmed 
yesterday its opposition “to the 
cruelty involved iu shooting by 
inexpert marksmen that in¬ 
cluded birds and animals”. The 
society would give no more de¬ 
tailed definition of “ an inex¬ 
pert marksman” than “ a 
person who cannot shoot 
expertly ”. 

Die society is to set up an 
immediate inquiry in order to 
form a definitive policy on 
shooting. It will alcn set up 
an inquiry into all aspens of 
anpling. 

Mr Roy Crisp, the chairman, 
said after the council’s earlier 


review of policy at the end of 
January that ine society had 
decided to come out in total 
opposition to foxhunting and 
game shooting, and tbat those 
decisions merely had to be 
formally adopted at yesterday's 
meeting. His disclosures pro¬ 
voked angry criticism by some 
council and staff members. The 

executive emphasized that Mr 
Crisp had spoken as an indi¬ 
vidual. 

Major Seager said yesterday 
tliar there had been no criti¬ 
cism of Mr Crisp at the- 
meeting. The council members 
appreciated his “ difficult 
position” and it was felt that 
he had a right to say what he 
thought fit.

Trade union discontent over 
the Govern mentis economic 
policies broke surface .yester¬ 
day but was rapidly quelled by 
Mr Jack Jones in a strong per¬ 
sonal attack on left-wing critics 
of the Cabinet. 

At a meeting of the TUC 
General Council, which 
approved the 1976 Economic 
Revicie with only one vote, 
against- the transport worker*’" 
leader suppressed a revolt 
against the impending cuts 
in public expenditure. He 
branded those who wanted to 
harden up the TUC’s “ con¬ 
cern ” over state spending 
strategy as “ enemies of the 
working class ” whose disloyally 
might bring down the Labour 
Administration and usher in a 
Conservative government that 
would allow unemployment to 
rise to tiro million. 

After being supported by 
other Labour-loyalist union 
leaders. Mr Jones took part in 
a televised party political broad¬ 
cast last night with Mr Healey, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who came in for strongest criti¬ 
cism at the general couucii 
meeting. 

Clearly uppermost in the 
mind of Mr Jones and his sup¬ 
porters is the political risk of 
exposing the growing diren- 
chantitieni in the unions over 
government policy during the 


run-up to the Coventry by- 
election. 

His wrath was aroused by a 
proposal to substitute TUC 
“ opposition ” for “ concern ” in 
a reference to education expen¬ 
diture and food subsidies. Mr 
Jones turned on the sceptics 
and denounced their criticism 
as a threat to the stability of 
Mr Wilson’s Goverm-ent. 

Mr Kenneth Gill, the only 
communist on the general coun¬ 
cil, retoned that if a Conserva¬ 
tive government was in power 
the TUC would be fighting 
against the economic policies 
being pursued at present. When 
it came to the vote only Mr 
Reginald Birch, the engineering 
workers' Maoist leader, insisted 
on recordin'’ his vote against 
the Economic Reinew. 

Yesterday’s defeat of even 
mild dissent within the general 
council is unlikely to halt the 
mourning rank-and-file pressure 
on union leaders to “do some¬ 
thing” about unemployment 
and related state spending cuts. 

The only alterations in the 
policy document agreed yester¬ 
day “exchanged platitudes for 
platitudes ”, in die words of one 
uuion leader. The Economic

Miles first 

British 

grandmaster

la scoring nine points in the 
international tournament that 
finished in Dubna. Russia, on 
Tuesday, Tout Miles, aged 20, 
a_ mathematics student at Shef¬ 
field University, became the 
first British player to attain the 
official status of international 
grandmaster. 

In order to gain the title it is 
necessary to attain a grand¬ 
master result in a minimum 
number of 24 games in tourna¬ 
ments within three years. 

The Dubna tournament was a 
strong one. category 10, with J6 
players, all of whom were 
grandmasters or international 
masters. In a tournament of 
category 10, nine points out of 
15 are required to obtain the 
grandmaster norm, and Tony 
Miles achieved thar. He came 
equal third with three Russians, 
Gipsiis. Suetin and Savon. First 
was Tcbesbkovsky and second 
Zaitsev, both Russians. 

Miles first obtained a grand¬ 
master norm at the London, 
international tournament lart 
October. In that he scored 7V 
out oE 10, winning first prize 
and beating three international 
grandmasters. Since there was 
a smaller number of players, 
a smaller total sufficed. 

Thus he has obtained the 
requisite total in 25 games and 
since the award is not auto¬ 
matic will have to wait ro get 
it confirmed at the World Chc<s 
Federation congress in Haifa in 
Octobe r-No vembe r. 

What is not so clear is 
whether he has won the £5,000 
offered by Mr Jim Slater for 
the first British player to gain 
the title of international grand¬ 
master. since that offer simu¬ 
lates that the winner must cNo 
have an ELO rating of 2.500 
and a British Chess Federation 
rating of 240, 

These two rating systems are 
based on different methods of 
calculation and the British 
rating is tougher than the ELO 
rating. With bis Duhna result 
it is probable that he has 
attained the ELO rating, but the 
British grading is uncertain. Tt 
mav he that he will have to 
wait for the award till he 
accomplishes both ratings. 

There is the possibility that 
Raymond Keene, who already 
has one grandmaster norm, mat¬ 
in the interim secure the other 
leg. aad if he obtained both 
ratings he would win the Slaier 
award.

Dear Ron, I am sorry I ennnot 
be at tomorrow’s meeting. I hope 
in my absence yon can circulate 
the attached letters tor the . In¬ 
formation of. die NEC. I have 
seen the motion sobmltted by 
Alec ‘Kitson for consideration oa 
February 25 which deplores any 
suggestion that the President ot 
Brazil should be invited to make 
a state visit to this cotmtzy. 


No recent announcement has 
been made of a state visit by 
President GefecL, and any trans¬ 
actions between HMG and the 
Brazfflaa Government concerning 
such a visit are at tins stage con¬ 
fidential. But it Is certainly true 
that President Geisel has been 
invited to visit our country this 
year. This has been public know¬ 
ledge since October last, when 
reference was made to such a 
visit in the pr&M commuoiaue 
issued following the visit of the 
Brazilian Foreign Minister. 

It Is the policy of this Govern¬ 
ment to streng th en relations with 
Brazil as with as wide a spectrum 
as possible of other Latin 
American countries. In October 
last, Peter Shore and I signed a 
Memorandum of Understanding 
with die Brazilian Foreign 
Minister. We did so because it 
Is Ju the mutual interests of 
Britain and Brazil that there 
should be close political under¬ 
standing, strong economic ties 
and cultural lints of many kinds 
between us. A visit to this country 
by President Geisel v.-ould go Ear 
to strengthen the traditional 
friendship between our countries. 
Tbe motion before toe national 
executive committee docs not re¬ 
flect the situation in Brazil as 
reported to mo by ministers, 
parliamentarians .and often who 
have actually visited this country 
in recent- years. The character 
which the motion ascribes to the 
Brazilian Government doss not co¬ 
incide r.ith these on-thc-soot 
reports. For example, Mr Ted 
Rowlands, MP, Hie Parlfcmentary 
Under-Secretarv Of State at the 
Foreign and . Commonwealth 
Office, visited Brazil only a month 
ago. He is writing separately to 
the members of Parliament who 
have signed an early day motion 
in tiie uwp sense as Alec Kitson’s 
motion. . „ ^ 

The NEC will know that X have 
made efforts during the last two 
years to widen and deepen rela¬ 
tions many countries with 

different political and so dal 
systems to oar own. At the same 
time I have reserved tibe right tu 
condemn abuses of human rights 


where ver and whenever they 
occur. 

I have found In my own conver¬ 
sations aad dealings with the 
Foreign Minister of Brazil an evi¬ 
dent wish to be helpful towards 
our interest. I would hope the 
NEC would not pass a resolution 
unsupported by fact* and which 
would servo to damage Britain’s 
relations with unc of the countries 
of growing importance in the 
l V ester a hemisphere. Rather ) 
would like to encourage exchanges 
at all levels. Many Brazilians visit 
our country. I am in favour ot 
such visits, at whatever level, as 
a means of removing misnnaer- 
s tan ding and ignorance and pro¬ 
moting our national and inter¬ 
national interests. 1 hope tint, 
having considered both this letter 
and the copy of Ted Rovtionds's 
letter to MPs. which 1 attach, 
the NEC win not pass this reso¬ 
lution.

Mr Harry Law, appearing for 
I Mr Russell before the House of 
Lords Committee of Privileges, 
disclosed the results of blood 
tests taken from the late third 
; Lord Ampthill, the succession 
to whose tide is in issue, and 
challenged Mr Geoffrey Rus¬ 
sell. the other claimant, to 
match them with samples of his 
own blood and that of his late 
mother. Christabe] Lady Ampt- 
hill. 

Mr Law said : “ In the event 
of its being established that 
Geoffrey cannot be eliminated 
as rhe son of the third baron, 
John will take no Further part 
in the proceedings." His peti¬ 
tion claiming die baronv would 
he withdrawn. Thar would leave 
Mr Geoffrey Russell as the sole 
claimant. 

Mr Law added that if, how- 
j ever, Mr Geoffrey Russell's ad¬ 
visers, having had a chance to 
study the report on the results 
of the test on the third Lord 
Ampthill, took no action that 
would call for an explanation. 

If rfaat hanpened it would he 
an indication that Mr Geoffrey 
Russell could not be the third 
Lord Ampthill’s son, and that 
ChristabeL. his mother, was 
. aware of the fact when bringing 
j proceedings in 1926 to declare 
him legitimate. That would 
amount to fraud on her part 
and would render the declara¬ 
tion of legitimacy invalid. 

Mr Law was responding ro 
indications from members of 
the committee of nine that they 
regarded the declaration of 


legnimacv as binding on diem 
under an Act of 1SSS unless 
fraud or collusion could be 
shown. 

J>lr Law referred ro tl^e 
“ chicken-and-egg " situation 
that had arisen. Their Lordships 
would not order the result o£ 
blood tests taken by both sidefr 
10 be made available because 
they regarded themselves as 
bound hy the ( declaration of 
legitimacy, which could be 
negatived only by fraud. Bin 
lie could not bring evidence of 
fraud unless the results of the 
bluod tests were known. He 
again asked the committee to 
order that they must be made 
available. 

Earlier, Lord Bledisioe, QC, 
leading counsel for Mr John 
Russell, disclosed that Mr Geof¬ 
frey RusseJI had been “bought 
off” for £30,000 to give up his 
interest in au Ampthill family 
trust. 

The Russell family had never 
recognized Mr Geoffrey Russell, 
Lord Bledisioe said, and they 
wamed ro get any interest he 
had in the Ampthill properties 
our of him. He added : “ So 
they went in for a scheme 
whereby be was disenrailed, and 
they bought blm out.” The 
Ampthill affairs were then 
relieved of Mr Geoffrey Rus¬ 
sell's having any interest in 
the 01 . 

That amounted to fraud 
because it was done for au 
undesirable purpose, with an 
ulterior motive in mind. 

Even if there is no sudden 
end to the hearing because of 
the blood rest results, it is 
expected to finish today.

Board accused of mistaken 
policy on Amin refugees

Mr Mark Bonham Carter,

Tbe failure to use self-help 


by the community was partly to 
blame for disturbing facts out¬ 
lined by the report.. 

Nearly half tbe families are 
in overcrowded bousing, one 
family in 10 has no wage- 
earner, half have low incomes, 
half have an elderly, sick or 
disabled member t and many 
have a deficient diet. 

The appointment of five re¬ 
settlement officers in areas 
where most Asian evacuees 
have settled is among recom¬ 
mendations to meet their con¬ 
tinuing needs Gujarati-speaking 
health visitors and community 
dieticians were needed.

Dassault 
bribery case 
dismissed

The Hague, Feb 25 
Mr Jan Bo Herman, the 
French Dassault company’s 
representative in the Nether¬ 
lands, was today cleared of 
charges of attempting to bribe 
Dutch MPs. 

He was accused of attempt¬ 
ing to bribe two members of 
the parliamentary defence com¬ 
mission in order to promote 
the sales of Dassault’s Mirage 
FI combat aircraft as successor 
to the Lockheed Star fighters. 
The Dutch Air Force eventu¬ 
ally chose an American aircraft. 

The case was dismissed by 
the Amsterdam court on die 
ground of insufficient evidence. 
This. is the equivalent of a 
Scottish “not proven” verdict 
The case has- attracted great 
tendon In the Netherlands, 
not only because of its associa¬ 
tion with the Lockheed bribery 
scandal, but because of the 
court president’s attack on MPs 
who had initially accused Des- 
sault of attempting to bribe 
them. 

During the case the chief wit¬ 
nesses, Mr Piet Dank art. of the 
ruling Labour Party, and Mr 
Win Keja, of the opposition 
Liberal Party, saw their roles 
reversed- Rather than being 
witnesses for the prosecution, 
they found themselves playing 
almost the role of accused.

Paris Cabinet tackles 
crime wave fears

Paris, Feb 25 

The Cabinet today discussed 
steps to improve the security 
of French citizens who, feeling 
threatened by the general 
increase in crime and the 
recent spate of kidnappings' 
and hold-ups, have called for 
greater severity by die police 
and the law. In particular, the 
murder of little Philippe Ber¬ 
trand, has produced a nation¬ 
wide clamour for enforcement 
of tiie death penalty. 

M Chirac, the Prime 
Minister, has attempted already 
to curb this emotion by empha¬ 
sizing that the Bertrand case is 
now m the hands of the judicial. 
authorities, which would render 
judgment in accordance with 
the law. Today President Gis- 
card d'Estaing reinforced this 
position by insisting that mem¬ 
bers of the Government should 
refrain from any statement or 
comment on current ..cases 
“ which, whatever their emo¬ 
tional content, must be left to 
the sole consideration of 
justice”. 

However, in response to the 
popular demand for more 
effective police measures and 
greater strictness on the part 
of the law, the Cabinet agreed 
to. set up a special study com¬ 
mittee on violence, criminality 
and delinquency. It will be 
under the chairmanship a of M 
Alain Peyrefitte, a minister 
under General de Gaulle and 
President Pompidou. and 
author of > a book ou China. 

A special working group is 
already studying ways of over¬ 
coming the contradictions be¬ 


tween the requirements oE 
information and public order, 
illustrated once again by the 
Bertrand case, where .the 
release of information about 
the kidnapping by the police is 
held by some to have led to 
the death of the child. . 

M PouiatowskL, die Minister 
of the Interior, outlined several 
measures to reduce criminality, 
including a tightening of regu¬ 
lations on the sale and posses¬ 
sion of firearms and explosives: 
stiffer sanctions for the illegal 
wearing of police insignia or 
uniforms; extension of the right 
of customs officers to search 
vehicles to the police and 
gendarmerie; and compensate 
tion for people who assist police 
or persons m danger, and for 
-victims of bomb attacks. 

The. other side of the iaw.and' 
order picture was discussed 
today in the National Assembly 
bv a special committee on free¬ 
doms presided over by M.TSdgac. 
Faure. It has before it two 
Bills, ofle tabled by the majority 
and another by the Communists.

UN employees go on strike in Geneva

Most of the 3*000 United 
Nations employees at the Palais 
des Nations and its depen¬ 
dencies today started a general 
strike. The organizers accused 
the administration of going back 
on its word with regard to 
salaries. 

While the talks had already 
been broken off last week by 
the staff representatives, the 
strike -was not announced 
beforehand. In the morning 
office staff ..found big strike 
placards at the entrances. 
Electricity was cut off inside 
the building _ preventing any 
work in the windowless confer¬ 
ence rooms, and the strikers 
also occupied the telephone 
exchange. 

Leaders of the two main staff 
unions later asked their counter¬ 
parts in the specialized agencies.

Labour Organization and the 
World Health Organization, - to 
block an attempt by the admini¬ 
stration to have - documents 
printed there and to deny their 
premises m the seven now- 
paralysed Palais des Nations 
conferences.

Vice-President _ Rockefeller 
was sharply criticized in a re¬ 
port published today on the mis¬ 
management, of nursing homes 
in and around New York. This 
mismanagement has become! a 
serious scandal in the past year 
or two and Mr Rockefeller is 
criticized for allowing it to take 
place during his years as Gover¬ 
nor of New York State. 

Gruesome details of the mal¬ 
treatment of patients in New 
York nursing homes have 
already been given in public 
hearings. The Rev Bernard 
Bergman, a rabbi, and one of 
the main nursing home opera¬ 
tors, was indicted last August 
on charges of embezzling 
SL200.000 (£ 600 , 000 ) which 

came from the Medicaid funds. 

Todays report, entitled Poli¬ 
tical Influence and Political 
Accountability , goes into the 
network of contacts which led 
to the abuses. It explains how 
operators such as Mr Bergman 
used political influence to 
obtain “ the extremely valuable 
franchise to establish a nursing 
home.

A husband's conduct in dissipat¬ 
ing the family assets after a sepa¬ 
ration ‘was a factor to be taken 
into account when considering 
financial provision under section 
25 of the Matrimonial Causes Act, 
1973. 

Mr Justice Purchas so stated, in 
a judgment in open court after 
a hearing In chambers, of, an 
application by Mrs Vera Martin, 
of Potts Farm, Tenterden, Kent, 
for financial provision. 

Mr A B. Hollis, QC, and Mr 
Michael Addison for the wife : Mr 
Joseph Jackson, QC and Miss 
H. R. Counsel! for the husband, 
Mr Eric Keith Martin, of Mine- 
head, Somerset. 

HIS LORDSHIP said that after 
the grant of a decree to the wire, 
based on five years' separation, 
she applied for financial provision. 
The application raised the issue 
whether conduct of the parties 
since tbc separation in relation to 
the preservation, enhancement or 
destruction of family assets when 
exercising tile powers to make 

E revision under the Matrimonial 
anses Acl 

The' parties separated in 1969, 
since then the wife had worked 
diligently in enhancing the value 
of a farming business, now worth 
£53,770, while the husband had 
dissipated assets of £33,U0U. The 

money had been lost In successive 
business adventures upon which 
the husband had embarked with 
another woman. 

The parties married in 1942, the 
husband being 24 and the wife 22. 
Neither brought assets of sub¬ 
stance into the marriage. By suc¬ 
cessful property transactions they 
bought Pons Farm. Both worked 
hard, but the wife was the more 
skilful farmer. 

IP 1967, because of matrimonial 
stresses, the wife loft the farm 
but returned iu 1968. After the 
reconciliation an agreement was 
made between the parties which 
provided that the husband should 
transfer into their joint names not 
only the matrimonial home but 
another property in which the hos- 
band's mother lived and various 
shares, moneys, bank balances and 
insurance policies. The husband 
did not implement the agreement. 

In 1966 die overdraft on the 
farm account was m-er £6,000: 
tiic gross profit was £932. and 
there was a net loss of £3.479. 
With the wife back there was a 
dramatic improvement. The gross 
profit rose to £9.491 and the nut 
loss became a net gala of £4,033. 
The overdraft was reduced to 
E3.S54. 

Io 1969 the husband met a 
widow, Mrs Frcame. and be left 
Potts Farm and bought a post 
office business. 

By 1970 the wife was aware of 
hfrs Freame's presence in the bus- 
band’s life. By 1971 she knew that 
the husband had charged the farm 
to the extent of £14,000 with a 
Gravesend bank. 

“His Lonlship referred to tran¬ 
sactions in which the husband and 
Mrs Freame were involved, in¬ 
cluding the purchase - of a farm 
in Somerset for £90,000 and 
£ 10,000 for stock b.v means of 
£89,000 bank overdraft. That pro¬ 
perty bad had to be void for 
£65,000 in October, 1973. 

Mrs Freame had bought the 
Wyndcon: Hotel, Mioebeod. The 
husband stated that the hotel pur¬ 
chase was no concern of his, that 
he had ceased his business asso¬ 
ciation with Mrs Freame. was pen¬ 
niless and living on social security. 
His Lordship, however, had come 
to the conclusion that the hus¬ 
band and Mrs Freame intended" 
to continue tbeir business rela¬ 
tionship. 

Since 1972 the wife’s farm busi¬ 
ness had prospered, but she would 
be faced with substantial capital 
expenses in the future. The agreed 
value of tbc farmhouse, land and 
buildings was £49,000. The Graves¬ 
end overdraft was now £ 21 . 182 . 

Mr Jackson urged that the 
court should deal with the joint 
family assets as they were now. 


Ignoring any question of conduct, 
and that the only family asset 
left for consideration was the farm 
and stock valued ar £53,775, which 
should be divided equally between 
the parties. He conceded that the 
overdraft Of £21,182 should be 
deducted, which would mean that 
in exchange for a payment of 
£5,000 by the wife, the husband 
would transfer his interest In the 
farm. 

Mr Hollis contended that the 
conduct of the parties after sepa¬ 
ration was relevant 

Conduct of a gross and obvious 
nature which would render it re¬ 
pugnant tu grant financial relief 
was to be distinguished from the 
way in which the parties had 
dealt with what used to be family 
assets and the route by which 
they each found themselves in the 
contemporary situation. 

By section 25 the court had to 
have regard to all the circum¬ 
stances so as to place die parties 
so far as practicable in the finan¬ 
cial position in which they would 
have beat if the marriage bed 
pot broken down and each had 
proper]v discharged his or her 
financial obligations and response 
bill ties to the other. 

That hypothetical concept must, 
in Ills Lordship's opinion, import 
a consideration of how the parties 
had in fact conducted themselves 
in relation to the family assets 
after the separation against die 
standard of conduct envisaged by 
section 25. 

If the marriage had not broken 
down, the overwhelming proball- 
tics would have been that the 
parties would have continued to 
operate tiic farm successfully. 
Even so, the wife, acting on her 
own, had managed to save the 
farm as a viable concern. 

That could not be excluded 
from the consideration of an the 
circumstances under section 25, 
any more than one could exclude 
tbc fact that iu 1970, by pledging 
tbc main family asset, the hus¬ 
band obtained the use of £14,000 
and of other family capital, and 
that be had dissipated about 
£23,000 through unsuccessful 
ventures with another woman. 

' As u result of the husband's 
actions It was impossible to. curry 
out the mandate in the last part 
of tbc section—** to place both 
parties In the financial position in 
which they would hare been ". 

One matter to which the court 
bad to bare regard was the stan¬ 
dard or living enjoyed by the 
family before the breakdown of 
fiie marriage. 

If one, or the other or both 
of tbc parties had. by tlieir deal¬ 
ing with the family assets either 
greatly enhanced or severely 
depredated or destroyed them, 
those were matters which the 
court YJOuld properly have regard 
under the section. 

His Lordship took into account 
(1) that the wife had maintained, 
if not enhanced, the value of 
Potts Farm since the separation; 
(21 the husband bad saddled tiic 
farm with a burdensome charge, 
which would oblige the wife iu 
sell the farmhouse and possibly 
move into a caravan ; (3) that 
the husband had had the use of 
further capital sums and hail 
pledged insurance policies. - 

On thusc factors alone the 
husband had had mare than bis 
entitlement of tbc family assets 
on the dissolution of the marriage. 

One of the factors taken iuio 
account was tbe husband's failure 
to make any contribution to the 
wife’s maintenance. He said that 
he bad been trying unsuccessfully 
to find a job. in bis Lordship's 
view tbe husband had not made 
any serious attempt because he 
would probably assist in the 
running of the hotel, a half 
Interest Iu which must be capable 
of producing £5,000. 

The husband was ordered to 
pay periodica] payments of 10p 
a year to tbe wife and £5,000 by 
way of lump sura; aad to trans¬ 
fer the whole of liis interest in 
Pott? Farm and the family busi¬ 
ness.

Students’ union of medical

London Hospital Medical Col¬ 
lege v Inland Revenue Com¬ 
missioners and Another 
Before Mr Justice Brigfitman 

In a reserved judgment, his 
Lordship held that the purposes 
of the London Hospital Clubs 
Union, a itudenta’ union, are 
charitable and that accordingly it 
was entitled to register under 
section 4 of tbe Charities Act, 
1960. His Lordship made a 
declaration to that effect and time 
union funds arc held upon charit¬ 
able trusts.

MR JUSTICE BRIGHT MAN said 
that If the union’s- purposes were 
within the law's somewhat eccen¬ 
tric definition of charity, favour- 
able tax and, perhaps, rating 
consequences v.-ould follow; but 
union property and money v.uuiti 
be subject to the control Imposed 
by law on funds Impressed with a 
charitable trust, ond tbc union 
would have to register under tiic 
Charities Act. 

The London Hospital Clubs 
Union was founded in 1S93. New 
rules came into being in 1937, and 
In 1962 further new rules were 
adopted because of the Licensing 
Act. 196.1. The objects clause 
read: “ To promote, encourage 
and coordinate social, cultural and 
athletic activities amongst the 
members so as to add to the com¬ 
fort and enjoyment of the students 
of the London Hospital Medical 
College.” 

The current rules, adopted in 
1970, repeated the union’s objects 
as defined in th? 1062 rules but 
reverted to thi* 1B93 oojucis word¬ 
ing by sating “ and to add to the 
comfort and enjoyment of tlij 
students ”. Counsel, challenging 
the nniou’s charitable stums, had 
sought to make something of tiic 
change of wording, but his Lord- 
ship rejected that submission. The 
objects of an association of the 
present kind were not to lie con¬ 
strued as If drawn with the pre¬ 
cision of a legal document drafted 
by a skilled conveyancer. 

Predominant users of the union 
v.-cn? about 500 undergraduates. 
Newly qualified doctors and den¬ 
tists also made substantial use of 
the facilities. Under the 1970 
rules s'-wlcttt mimes and trainee 
physiotherapist* were eligible to 
become associate members. 
Directly and indirectly the college 
made a substantial contribution to 
the union iu cash and land and 
it would not be a viable proposi¬ 
tion without it. 

Until 1971 the Inland Revenue 
Commissioners treated the uuior's 
BCtivities as charitable, but hi 1971 
aod 1972 the inspector of taxes 
stated that its objects were no 
longer considered exclusively 
cuantable tince it existed for the 
benefit or the members.

1 can only ask 
him to be patient a little longer. 

Regarding British Rail’s fares 
policy, they bare bad to deal with 
a situation in which die dgfirjf- has 
been going up and up. Some time 
or other a halt had to be called. 
British Rail have ass urea us it is 
their view that any reduction In 
feres would not produce anything 
other Tb nn an increase in the def¬ 
icit. 

Mr Timothy Raison, chief-Oppo¬ 
sition spokesman on the environ¬ 
ment (Aylesbury, C)—Will be con* 
firm it is Che Government's policy 
to maite the railways less of a 
social service and more something 
which can pay their own way 
through fares? 

Wal he repeat what Mr Crop¬ 
land, Secretary of State for the 
Environment, apparently told a 
Parliamentary Labour Party meet¬ 
ing yesterday that there is a great 
need for internal economy in the 
r unning and manning of British. 
Ran ? 

Mr Gilbert—There is no dispute 
whatever that there is a need for 
further economies in the internal 
manning and running of British 
Rail. I pay tribute to the states¬ 
manship of the leaders of the rail¬ 
way unions in the past for the way 
they have seen great reductions in 
manpower over many years. 

It Is difficult to lake seriously 
the comments from the Opposition 
when Mr Raison himself, only a 
week ago, said that the Govern¬ 
ment were not taking seriously the 
public expenditure problem and 
that the subsidy area could have 
yielded much more. 

Mr Robert Crycr (Keighley, 
Lab)—Savings could be mads ou 
British Rad in the system of pri- 
vare saloons, maintained at .some 
expense, in which railway manage- 
menc can go out to inspect their 
own empires. This is outdated. 
Management should ride ou the 
somewhat tatty diesel motor units 
which many customers have to ride 
on.

Mr Gilbert—I w® be happy in 
give Mm'as much detail as possible 
in the'consulative document as to 
precisely where they go; but bis 
remarks should be addressed ' as 
much to the Conservative Front 
Bench as to us. 

The Conservative spokesman on 
the environment (Mr Raison) has 
just agreed that be wants a lot 
more cut off -rail subsidies. 
Compared with 1973-74 this year, 
1975-76, the Government have dou¬ 
bled the amount going on rail sub¬ 
sidies. 

Mr Norman Fowler, Opposition 
spokesman on transport (Sutton 
Coldfield, C)—Commuters are not 
only paying above average fare 
increases but higher taxation to 
pay for the rail deficit. Does not 
the commuters 1 position show the 
overriding need for greater effi¬ 
ciency within British Rail and a 
new effort to tackle the problem of 
ever gm-aiaring fare increases ? 

bit Gilbert—We regard tbe im¬ 
provement of efficiency and man¬ 
ning procedures on British Rail as 
a prime priority. I would like to 
know from the Opposition how 
tbev ran pretend at the same time 
to be able to keep fare increases 
down and yet reduce subsidies. 

Mr Robin Corbett (Hemel Hemp¬ 
stead, Lab)—Particularly in the 
new towns such as tbe one I repre¬ 
sent, not everybody is rich and 
man y must travel Into London to 
work. 

Would be make an approach to 
the Chancellor to get tax relief on 
commuters’ feres which would. If 
organized properly, give greatest 
relief to those in greatest need ? 

Mr Gilbert—Tbe Chancellor will 
note his remarks, but it does not 
follow that tax relief gives greatest 
benefit to those in greatest need. It 
gives greatest benefit to those with 
the greatest incomes, but I lake his 
point about bis constituents baring 
to travel into London. 

We have never said tbe benefit 
of the subsidy went exclusively to 
the better off members of the com¬ 
munity; but in certain parts of the 
country, particularly in respect of 
a certain type of travel, it went 
predominantly to the better off. 


Accuracy of traffic 
forecasts queried 


Mr Stephen Ross (Isle of Wight, 
L) asked if the Secretary of State 
for tbe Environment was satisfied 
that the methods of traffic fore¬ 
casting adopted by the Transport 
and Road Research Laboratory 
accurately reflected the future 
trends of traffic density. 

Mr Anthony Crogland—No fore¬ 
casts can claim complete accuracy 
but the present methods and tbe 
forecasts they produce appear to 
be the best currently available. But 
I welcome any constructive criti¬ 
cism of our methods. 

Mr Ross—Vehicle regismUon 
figures for January this /ear show 
a drop on the numbers for January 
last year. That shows it Is time to 
reconsider the traffic forecasting 
position. 

Does he still feel traffic is likely 
to double in the next 35 years ? 
When can this subject be debated ? 
Will it be referred to in tbe Gov¬ 
ernment's consultative document 
on transport ? 

Mr Crosland—1 know much criti¬ 
cism has been made of the TRRL 
forecasts and I propose to publish 
a thorough annexe to the consulta¬ 
tive document, setting out in great 
detail the basis on which these 
forecasts are made. T hope it will 
be tbe subject of intense public 
discussion. 

If I can be convinced that our 
forecasts ore wrongly based, I shall 
be happy to change them, 

Mr Robin Corbett (Hemcl Hemp¬ 


stead, Lab)—Recent forecasts on 
likely traffic have shown they are 
likely to be substantially under 
those made two or three years ago. 
What about the implications on the 
current motorway bu i ld i ng pro¬ 
gramme? 

Mr Crosland—Tbe forecasts have 
not been greatly adjusted com¬ 
pared with three years ago. partly 
because the view is taken that the 
rise in petrol prices trill have less 
effect on car ownership and car 
traffic than many outride commen¬ 
tators have supposed and also 
because we are assuming that if we 
look to the 1990s or the year 2000, 
economic growth win have 
resumed by then—(interruptions 
and laughter)—resumed, ire hope, 
substantially by then. 

Mr Timothy Raison, chief Oppo¬ 
sition spokesman on. tbe environ¬ 
ment— Win he give a pledge that In 
bis transport review any attempt to 
cut back on the road programme 
and transfer traffic from road to 
rail will not be at the expense of 
the economic efficiency of British 
industry ? 

Mr Gilbert—We shall make dear 
in the consultative document tbat 
the economic efficiency of industry 
Is an objective of the first import¬ 
ance but not the sole objective of 
transport policy. 

We must also consider tbe social 
effects of transport policy ou 
people who do not own cars. There 
are environmental effects, too.

Investment 
shifting 
from road 
to rail 

Mr Dennis Cana van (West Stirl¬ 
ingshire, Lab) asked if the Secre¬ 
tary of State for the Environment 
would steps to transfer traffic 
from road to rail. 

Mr Anthony Crosland—The 
White Paper on Public Expend¬ 
iture published last week already 
shows a large shift in the balance 
between road Investment and rail 
investment. Comparing 1973-74, 
the last year of Conservative 
G o ver nm ent, with the focus year of 
1378-79 road investment will fell by 
24 per cent, while rail investment 
will rise by 41 per cent. 

This question will be discussed 
at length In the forthcoming con¬ 
sultative document. 

Mr Cana van—To shift more 
traffic from road to rail would lead 
to better standards of safely as 
well as the conservation of the 
e n v i ronment and energy. 

Is Mr Croriand Inhibited by 
regulations of the EEC Com mis¬ 
sion or policies of the EEC 
Commission which advocate the 
freeing of rood haulage from tariff 
and quantity licensing restrictions 
and a reduction of railway systems 
to make them pay their way more 
economically ? 

Mr Crosland—I share Mr Cana- 
van's aspirations and the matter 
will be discussed at length in the 
consultative document. 

We will not be inhibited by any 
EEC regulations, partly because 
most or the EEC countries are 
even stricter on their road haulage 
industries than we are and partly 
because they all face the problem 
of trying to flmnee public trans¬ 
port systems of their own. 

Sir John Hall (Wycombe, CK-If 
the recommendations of tbe Select 
Committee on Expenditure pub¬ 
lished in December, 1972, were im¬ 
plemented, they would go a long 
way to deal with the problem and 
certainly solve many of our trans¬ 
port problems. 

Mr Crosland—I hope the con¬ 
sultative document, when it comes 
out, wiD reflect much of the think¬ 
ing in that Select . Committee 
report.

Sir Brandon Rhys Williams 
(Kensington and Chelsea, Kensing¬ 
ton, C) was given leave to intro¬ 
duce a Bill to make provision for 
the responsibilities and duties of 
directors. The BUI would require 
certain c om pa ni es to appoint non¬ 
executive directors who would be 
required to make an annual state¬ 
ment to tile shareholders. 

He said there was a great body 
of opinion in fevour of the reform 
of tbe British version of the joint 
stock company. 

There was nothing essentially 
wrong with British management or 
with British workers but serious 
difficulties arose from the way in 
which they were organized. Every 
day it was becoming more obvious 
bow necessary it was that top 
management be effectively super¬ 
vised.

Cautious approach 
promised on hank 
operations of Giro 


The Post Office (Banking Ser¬ 
vices) Bill was considered ou 
report. 

Mr MardnH (Arundel, 

C) moved the first of two amend¬ 
ments, toe first of which was to 
leave out Clause 1 (Extension of 
power of Post Office to provide 
banking services). 

He said amendments went to toe 
heart of Pe BB1 as they dealt with 
the clause that gave toe Post Office 
extended powers in providing 
hanking services and raised Issues 
of toe bank’s structure, resources, 
fair competition, staffing, and toe 
taxpayers’ liability inherent in any 
build-up of Giro activities. 

There had been difficulty in get¬ 
ting any clear view of the commer¬ 
cial objectives of toe banking acti¬ 
vities of Giro which were to be 
extended. There was an equally 
confused picture on toe social 
objectives of toe activities and tbe 
Government's approach to supervi¬ 
sory banking legislation. 

There was an open ended, blank 
cheque approach for Giro accord¬ 
ing to toe first clause, compared to 
toe cautious, selective approach 
proposed as separate legislation 
for toe Trustee Savings Banks. 

1c was important tint they 
clearly tmderstood Giro’s inten¬ 
tions on tbe matter of credit cards. 

What were die Intentions and 
ambitions of toe Post Office Giro ? 
Last Friday toe managing director 
of Giro was quoted as saying that 
tbe National Savings movement. 
Giro, and tbe Paymaster General's 
office could potentially be com¬ 
bined into a state bark the size of 
Barclays. If Giro was to be tbe 
prime mover in bringing together a 
massive state bank this iva* a mat¬ 
ter which MPs should explore 
fullv. 

He could see nothing in tbe Bill 
which would inhibit the managing 
director from pursuing the objec¬ 
tive be bad spelt out to toe press. 

This clause, with this back¬ 
ground, was nothing short of an 
empire builder's charter. The type 
of banking here envisaged was one 
for which there was no public 
demand. There was no evidence of 
a public need for state banking. 

Mr Peter Tiggers (Gosport. C) 
said Giro had never been Intended 
to stand alone; it was part of tbe 
Post Office. Clearing banks had a 
capital basis enabling them to 
operate with a reserve or boffer. 
They could withstand losses which 
could and did occur. But Giro was 
not u have any .such reserves. 

Sir George Young (Ealing. 
Acton, C) said he was not satisfied 
that tbe full potential of a money 
trans m ission service had been 
achieved. He feared that toe full 
benefit would not be realized if toe 
energy and resources of tbe Giro 
were diverted towards providing a 
full banking service. 

It was still difficult to pay by 
Giro transfer for goods sold by toe 
Post Office itself. Walk into your 
local post office (he said) and t«v 
to buy some Premium Savings 
Bonds by Giro transfer. They will 
find it a complicated procedure. 

Mr Cecil Parkinson (South Hert¬ 
fordshire, C) said tbe Treasury was 
to be congratulated on a sensible 
and careful approach. They rea¬ 
lized that backing was a quick wav 
of losing large sums of monev anil 
that inexperienced granting of 
credit could lose money almost 
more quickly than any other wav. 

Giro was never intended to abide 
by proper commercial criteria; it 
should not be allowed to go into 
business with the balance sheet it 


had. This appalling Bill sbould not 
be allowed to go on tbe statute 
book. . 

Mr Anthony Nelson (Chichester. 
C) said that Conservative MPs had 
been increasingly concerned «*»»* 
the Bill would enable toe Depart¬ 
ment of Industry to extend its 
clammy hand of intervention into 
tbe area of state banking. This was 
something to be opposed and 
regretted. It was a hangover from 
toe days of “ Beanery . 

Tbe fears were that the BIU 
would provide a launching pad for 
a state bank, and for sponsored 
and subsidized banking facilities 
with which toe private sector 
would not be able to compete how¬ 
ever efficient it was. 

Mr Nicholas Ridley (Cirencester 
and Tewkesbury, C) said if toe 
bank tried to break into tbe big 
league and do a lot of business it 
would, presumably, be tempted to 
undercut toe other banks, the joint 
stock banks. And If it sought to do 
business by offering cheaper loans' 
or higher rates for depositors, it 
would. make losses which would 
cost others s lot of money in 
refunds.. 

Why (he asked) do we need the 
damned thing ? We have lots of 
banks. Methinks toe answer is'that 
the Labour Parte is motivated bv 
envy. All to dr fives and toe lives 
of toe generations which preceded 
them, they have envied bankers. 

Bankers are people who drive 
about in Rolls-Royces, wear top 
bats and smoke cigars and look 
cynically and cruelly on toe starv¬ 
ing masses. They are part of socia¬ 
list demonology, and if you cannot 
beat them at least you can have 
your own bank. (Laughter.) 

Mr Robert Sheldon, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury (Ashton 
under Lyue, Lab), said toe exag¬ 
gerations of some Tory MPs had 
been wilder than ever before. The 
risks for Giro were not the same as 
they were fof other hanks. The 
type of business was different so 
toe adequacies of capital and liqui¬ 
dities bad to be different, too. 

On April 1, 1975, for instance, 
more than 76 per cent of Giro 
assets were risk-free. In toe case of 
the major London cleavers, toe 
figure was only 20 per cent. A 
further 5 per cent, was virtually 
risk-free. The’ rest of toe three- 
quarters of their assets were credit 
risks or a combination of forced 
sale and credit risks. 

The approach, as with toe exten¬ 
sion of toe Trustee Savings Bank, 
would be cautious. Security was 
going to be provided-and -would be 
reflected in Giro's capital adequa¬ 
cies. 

Tbe Bill involved differed scales 
of money. Nearly £5,000m of assets 
were held hy toe- Trustee Savings 
Bank but the Giro system involved 
nothing like that kind of money. 
Under toe 1969 Act, there were 
powers to limit gu anti lively toe 
investment of £150m which was toe 
average amount of money lw toe 
Giro balance. - 

The 1969 Act had worked suc¬ 
cessfully for the past seven years 
and. there was no attempt to 
change these particular provisions. 

As for comparison with commer¬ 
cial banks, toe risk element was 
different. Giro with its very low 
risk content was able to meet toe 
requirements set up and. estab¬ 
lished by toe working party of toe 
London and Scottish clearing 
banks. 

The Opposition amendment was 
rejected by 244 votes to 222— 
Government majority, 22. 


Financial objectives 
not a soft option 


Mr Timothy Renton iMid 
Sussex, C) moved an amendment 
to leave out Clause 2 (Financial 
objective). With it was considered 
an amendment to give toe Secre¬ 
tary of State for Industry por-er to 
fix profit objectives, rather than 
financial objectives for Giro. 

He said it bad become increas¬ 
ingly clear that toe Giro would be 
in danger of serving five political 
masters: toe Department of Trade, 
toe Department of Prices and 
Consumer Protection, tbe Bank oF 
England, the Treasury and the 
Department of Industry. 

This would be a case of an chiefs 
and no Indians; a rather Alice in 
Wonderland situation with five 
chiefs all responsible, all meddling, 
In Giro, and toe Post Office with 
14 trained executives going into 
this world competitive banking and 
□ot recruiting anyone to do it. It 
was unbelievable. 

Mr Gregor Mackenzie, Minister 
of State for Industry (Rutherglen, 
Lab), said toe Government saw 
this as a modest banking enterprise 
which fulfilled a useful function. If. 
there was any extension uf the 
function performed by GL'O, it 

would have to go before min>.:ier^ 
the Treasury, and the various 

monetary authorities. 


They saw the setting of a finan¬ 
cial target for Giro as a proper 
concomitant for Introducing public 
dividend capital. There was a 
danger tbat by relieving Giro of its 
objectives toe Government would 
be giving it a soft option. 

Tbe Government bad set Giro 
what they regarded as a demanding 
objective, an average annual 
return on its public dividend 
capital of 12.5 per cent over throe 
years. 

To set a profit figure for Giro 
year by year would be a serious 
mistake. Giro's abjective would be 
reviewed regularly by the Depart¬ 
ment of Industry and the Treasury, 

The BO! bad no direct effect on 
the number of public service 
employees. Tbe implications for 
the Post Office, which was au in¬ 
dustry in toe public sector, were 
difficult to quantify. Fourteen 
people were in toe process of being 
token on to dsal with the Giro 
personal loans and further in¬ 
creases in Post Office would be 
curamensnrate with tbe gro\jth of 
tile scheme. 

Tbe amendment was withdrawn.

Lord Brim el a tv, formerly ' Sir 
Thomas Brhnelow, Perma nen t 
Secretary, Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Office, and head of toe 
Diplomatic Service since 1973, was 
introduced.

To those who have followed 
John Osborne’s work over the 
past 10 years, the plot of his 
latest piece will come as no 
surprise. A group of friends, 
recoiling from everything and 
everybody outside their own 
company, go to ground in a 
moneyed retreat where, after 
sessions of mutual bitching and 
catalogues of social discontent, 
their fears of the outside world 
are bloodily confirmed. 

As usual, they consist of 
middle-aged art . community 
emigres who seem ’ to expend 
most of their creative energies 
in sexual warfare. There is the 
usual ambiguous trea tm ent of 
homosexuality, and the usual 
see-saw between sabre-toothed 
insult and exchanges of child¬ 
like affection. And there is the 
usual assumption that those 
people, who still put their 
dwindling trust in personal 
relationships and the power of 
wards, are among the last sur¬ 
vivors of our dying civilization, 
shortly to be sacked by bar¬ 
barous media men and land 
speculators brandishing the big 
lead ball. 

Watch It Come Down differs 
from its predecessors mainly in 
the degree of hysteria with 
which these points are restated;

Hie British and Irish gulf team

Seven riders on Olympic 
short list will he on trial

Although DonhiH’s have with¬ 
drawn their £7,500 sponsorship 
from the Rome Horae Shaw this 
year, because of toe non-appear¬ 
ance of tiie Italian finalists at the 
Olympia last December, Benson 
and Hedges announced In Cardiff 
yesterday an increase in prize 
money for amateurs when toelr 
third annual professional and 
amateur show jumping champion¬ 
ships take place at Cardiff Castle 
from Jane 18 to 20. This is now 
one of tiie richest shows in 
Europe, with £18,000 in prize 
money on offer, and toe final 
leg of toe amateur championships, 
on Sunday afternoon, assumes 
especial signlficanc: as a trial for 
the seven short-listed Olympic 
riders, four of whom will com¬ 
prise the British team in Mon¬ 
treal. 

Rowland Fernyhougb, who 
comes from Montgomeryshire, will 
have toe advantage of performing 
on his native heath in competition 
with Graham Fletcher, Tim Grubb, 
Tony Newbery, Ken Pritchard, 
Peter Robeson and John Whitaker 
—only 20 years old and the 
“ baby ” of toe party. Robeson 
is the veteran, having ridden with 
toe team for a team bronze medal 
in 1956, and winning an individual 
bronze in 1964. 

The course, built by Alan Ball, 
the official coarse builder to the 
British Show Jumping Association, 
will be of Nations Cnp type and 
the competition will consist of 
two rounds, with a timed barrage 


in toe event of equality. Invita¬ 
tions have gone out to top inter¬ 
national riders from the Continent 
and stake money, at £6,000, shows 
an increase of £1,000 on 1975. It 
Is made up of £1,000 to the first 
leg, with £300 to toe winner, a 
similar amount far the second leg, 
and £2,000 for toe thirJ leg, with 
£70 0 to toe winner. There is a 
further £2,000 for toe finishing 
positions in toe overall table, and 
a rider winning all three legs 
could net £2,000.

distribute toe prize money in this 
section. Their £7,500 fc stake 
money was formerly paid on toe 
basis of a cumulative total, with¬ 
out any money for toe indiritiual 
round. Now each leg will be re¬ 
warded on toe same basis as in 
the amateur championship, and a. 
total of £3,500 will be spread over 
toe finishing positions. 

Broome mil be striving to win 
back toe title be lost last venr to 
Stephen Hadley. The final pro-cm 
march carries a totsl of £2,000, 
with £700 for toe winner sr-J, 
against toe prevailing economic 
tide, there will be half-price price 
concessions for children and old- 
age pensioners, with ticket prices 
rounded down to maintain the 
success of toe first two shows.

Analects for an Autobiography 

By Lewis Mumford 

(Seeker & Warburg, £ 8) 

For close on 60 of his 80 years, 
Lewis Mumford has been in¬ 
veighing against the sterility of 
modern city life, the dehuman¬ 
ising effect of modern techno¬ 
logy, and die thoughtless prod! 
gality of the consumer society 
Mumford’s pleas for the sort of 
planning which would promotr 
a genuine urban culture madr 
a great impact in the 1930s ant 
1940s m particular. Bur an]; 
now, when the rapacity of ou: 
economic system is becomin; 
more widely recognized, can thi 
clarity of his vision be frill- 
appreciated. 

Findings and Keepings is not 
an autobiography, but a collec¬ 
tion of published and unpub¬ 
lished essays, private nates, 
letters, plus a semi-autobio¬ 
graphical short novel called 
“ The Little Testament of 
Bernard Martin* 1 , and an epic 
drama about the building of 
one of the constructions he 
most admired, the Brooklyn 
Bridge, both previously unpub¬ 
lished. Most of this material 
stems from the period up to 
1535. but it is rounded off with 
his powerful “ Prologue to our 
Time”, published not long ago 
in the New Yorker. The selec¬ 
tion is cunningly arranged fay 
time and theme, and—pending 
ihe autobiography begun in 
1936—gives us valuable in.-jghr 
into a life and mind of rare 
breadth and purposefulness. 

Mumford defies pigeon-holing. 
Variously described as a sociolo¬ 
gist, authority on town plan¬ 
ning, historian and. simply, 
’.vrirer, he is all of these, but 
eborc all one of the great syn¬ 
thesizers of our times. His dis¬ 
like of the vertical thinking: of 
specialists mirrors his hostility 
to the vertical planning of a 
Corbusier. He is no Utopian: 
some evil, he thinks, is in¬ 
evitable—the problem is “to 
distribute the poison in assimil¬ 
able amounts”. He is above all 
a whole man, trim is always 
fighting for the rights of others 
to enjoy a richer and'more com¬ 
plete life. It is this passionate 
spirit which gave his views on 
town planning their impact, and 
which gives this book its unify¬ 
ing thread. 

There is an element of im¬ 
plicit self-congratulation in some 
these offerings, suggesting a 
selectivity shrewdly attuned to 
the present times. With some 
justice he chastises himself at 


the age of 24 for being a con¬ 
ceited prig. But what a clever 
and feeling one. Here he is at 
26, in an article on the environ¬ 
mental degradation of Staten 
Island: 

This devastated strip of beach, 
these disastrous bungalows, these 
dismal amusement parks, this 
tireary youth and the sweethearts 
he gabbled about: these things 
and people are not part of a 
ietded, aMooted community; 
•hey me the off A of L a civilization 
"itich is perpetually on Ou make 
7id therefore on the move. 

And even In 1935 there were 
tot, I suspect; many people— 
-.ertainfy not enough—who saw 
•o clearly the profound similari¬ 
ties between Soviet Communism 
*nd German Fascism. "Beneath 
both movements is a profound 
disrespect for human life,, for 
the autonomy of the personality 
and the group, and for the basic 
Liberties of civilized existence ”, 
he wrote in a letter printed 
here. He could not forgive Marx 
for accepting so much of the 
mechanistic thought of his 
period and for wanting to 
change not rbe technology, but 
simply the book-keeping. 

Two of Mumford's many en¬ 
thusiasms enriching this book 
are his "Master”, Sir Patrick 
Geddes, the brilliant: but often 
maddeningly wayward Scottish 
polymath (biologist and town 
planner); and painting, of 
which he writes brilliantly. 

In his concluding essay, Mum¬ 
ford savages the doctrine of 
progress, the Darwinism that 
“ embellishes the brute fact of 
survival with a smug eulogy of 
the survivors ”, runaway science 
and "technics” which have be¬ 
come the main problem the 
human race has to overcome, 
and the doctrine (Fly Concorde 
to Bahrein ?) that the “ going 
is tbe goal ”; the punched and 
coded bureaucratic personality 
and its negative counterpart, the 
beatnik, hippie and gangster. 
With Emerson, he regrets that 
“things are in the seddle and 
ride mankind ”, Man is shrink¬ 
ing, forfeiting responsiveness. • 
creativity and above all love, he 
fears. 

Mumford offers no panacea, 
but concluded as early as 1930 
that “a wholesale rethinking of 
the basis of modem thought” 
is needed. By showing him iu 
early manhood, as husband, 
father, art critic and play- ■ 
wright as weC as moral his- , 
torian, this collection brings oar 
the imagination, tenderness and 
integrity which Mumford has 
brought to his own efforts to ! 
fulfill this task. ,

The Bedside Book of 
Great Detective Stories

(Arthur Barker, £4325) - 
It is something of a mystery to 
me why the crime short story 
appears to be in such poor 
esteem. Once, of course, it was 
the leading strain and until 
some 20 years ago it held its 
-own. But now, as Julian 
Symons points out iu his inert* 
duction to this volume, there 
is no magazine In this country 
that publishes such stories 
regularly. And, while he 
praises the occasional news¬ 
paper competitions such as that 
run by The Times, he says, 
truly, that such spasmodic 
efforts cannot alone revive the 
art- 

We lose by its absence. There 
are things the short story can 
do well that tbe novel cannot. 
Pure analysis (E. C. Bentley’s 
story here is not a bad 
example), for instance, may 


well become tedious at book 
length but can thoroughly in¬ 
trigue over 20 pages. r Or- the 
really ingenious puzzle can be 
a rewarding pleasure, as is 
Christianna^ Brand’s.- A neatly 
ironic twist, as . in Mr 
Symons* . own contribution, 
needs to be almost tmattain- 
ably powerful to succeed at 
greater length. Humour, too, 
pro bably comes.off best when 
_ not over-extended (I could have 
~ wished it included . in . this 
volume—perhaps one of Basil 
Thomson’s Mr Pepper stories) 
as does the story based oo some 
speciality, cryptography here in 
R. Austin Freeman’s “ Tbe 
Moabite Cipher”. 

So, if aS these stories do not 
perhaps truly qualify as 
“great”—;-though wonderful to 
be reminded cf E. W. 
llomuag’s Raffles—the book is 
welcome. It would be doubly 
and trebly so if it induced any¬ 
one to heed Mr Symons’ appeal 
for a moodily cr i me- s to ry maga¬ 
zine^ I add a suggestion: what 
of the part-works publishers ?

Hegel ouce said that if one 
cimid only discover a record of 
the dreams men bad dreamed 
durmg a particular age, the 
spirit of that age would be 
accurately perceived. The sur¬ 
face of life—the books, wars, 
speeches, treaties, knighthoods 
and assas&iaatioos—too often 
lays traps for the historian. The 
methods used by the scientist 
will not do for him. This book 
(coming as no surprise from the 

. author of The Divorce between 
the Sciences and the Humani¬ 
ties) deals with the genesis of 
that idea, for it was the relation¬ 
ship between history and tbe 
systematic social sciences that 
preoccupied Giambattista Vico, 
while Johann Gottfried von 
Herder (born in 1744, the year 
in which Vico died) pioneered 
the assumption that the division 
between the human sciences wes 
entirely artificial 
Isaiah Berlin’s book re¬ 
presents Vico to a modern 
readership. Spasmodically 

admired (by Coleridge, Thomas 
Arnold, Joyce, Yeats and 


Edmund Wilson for instance), 
he is today, as Berlin remarks, 
unreadable and unread: 

aZZ his philosophical works, and 
the Scfenza Mu ova in particular, 
are an amalgam of sense and 
nonsense, an Cl-assorted mass of 
ideas, some lucid and arresting, 
others shapeless or obscUrc, bold 
and novel thoughts, cluttered with 
trivitO. fragments of a dead 
scholastic tradition, all Jostling 
each other in the chaos of his 
astonishingly fertile but badly 
ordered and overburdened mini. 

Herder is better known as a 
philosopher and educator. “He 
wished”, Berlin writes, “to 
bring all the sciences of man 
and of his environment, fads 
origins, his history, into a single 
integrated whole.” His many 
works have in common a con¬ 
cern with the whole process of 
the history of man and man’s 
self-expression; his influence 
was enormous—not only on 
Goethe, but on the Romantics, 
on the whole coarse of German 
literature, and in Eastern 
Europe. 

Vico and Herder originated 
as two lectures; they fit to¬ 
gether as an essay in historical 
theory because both men were 
primarily concerned with the 
very nature of history and 
human culture. They recognized 


that the business of the histo- 
rian-—to integrate a sprawling, 
contrary; mass of facts and half¬ 
facts. theories and rumours and 
folk-memories, of “the writing 
on the wall that may be a 
forgery ”—demands a special 
talent, “the gift of breathing 
life into die dead bones in the 
burial grounds of the pest, of 
a creative imagination ”, and 
that wholly rational methods of 
reconstructing the past lead 
only to misleading chaos. 

What both men insisted upon 
ups historical perspective. It 
was an insight, an instinct, , 
which was to have the most peo-1 
found and salutary influence,' 
and Vico and Herder merit 
celebration if only for it. The 
present book, which achieves 
miracles of intelligent summary 
and explication, achieves that 
perfectly, and will fit like a 
glove into the vacant space on 
the shelf nexr to Peter Gay’s 
admirable Style in History 
(1975) to make a pair no one in¬ 
terested in the theory of his¬ 
tory will want to be without.

A History of Greek Art 
By Martin Robertson 

(Cambridge, 2 Vote, £25 the seti' 
This is. a bpok which lovers of 
Greek' art- have been 
impatiently waiting for; and, 
so far as the text is concerned, 
they will not be disappointed. 
There are two ways of tackling 
a subject like this... You can 
slice tie cake,-as-it were, ver¬ 
tically, by . treating each 
medium' separately: sculpture, 
bronzes, terracottas, ', painting, 
and so on. This method was 
adopted with conspicuous 
success by Miss Richter in her 
fundamental Handbook of 
Greek Art. Or you can. slice . 
the cake horizontally, by treat¬ 
ing all the arts together, period 
by period. This is a much more 
difficult approach, but if well 
done can be extremely effec¬ 
tive^ And Professor Robertson 
has done it very well indeed, 
as one would expect from this 
unusually sensitive and percep¬ 
tive scholar. 

Sandwiched between a pro¬ 
logue concerned with Prehis¬ 
toric art and an epilogue con-, 
cerned with Roman art, the 
meat of the book deals, in seven 
sections, with the art of the 


seventh to the first century 
BC. 

The minor arts are some»vliat 
neglected, but sculpture and 
painting, (which alas tends to 
be restricted to vase-painting, 
as virtually aH Jarge-scaie paint¬ 
ing has perished) have never 
been treated more sympatheti¬ 
cally. Every generation needs.a 
new assessment of ancient art, 
for tastes change and excava¬ 
tion enlarges our.'horizons. This 
assessment will more than 
satisfy the coming generation; 
laymen as well as scholars, for 
all professional ' gobbledegook 
bas been avoided. 

So much tor the text The 
plates are another matter, and 
a matter for grave concern. 
Muddy in- texture, sometimes 
out of focus, savagely cropped 
at top and bottom, they do little 
to present the betfuty of Greek 
art to those who do not know 
the originals.- And hi many 
cases the publishers have com* 
mitted the sin' against the 
archaeological Holy' Ghost: 
they have painted out the back¬ 
grounds. For £25 we hove a 
right, and the author has a 
right,.. to expect • something 
betier.

Modern astronomy knows that 
Sirius -has a companion, Sirius 
B, which is a White Dwarf, is 
tiny; invisible except through a 
powerful telescope, and being 
just as heavy as a normal star 
is incredibly dense (a match¬ 
box full or the stuff: would 
weight 50 tons). It was photo¬ 
graphed for the - first time iu 
1970, using sophisticated tech¬ 
niques. Its orbital period h?s 
recently' been established' \\i 
493 years. 

Robert Temple's back i> in¬ 
deed, different from the run-of- 
the - mill - planetary - visitation- 
quasi-theories. It is well, very 
'well, documented: for instance, 
the original French ■anthropo¬ 
logical report on the Dogon and 
their knowledge of the Sirius 
system is given in complete 
translation. The author traces 
the tribe’s beliefs back, via 
migration, to the Egyptians who 
are known to have worshipped 
Sirius. Mythology is examined 
for, clues as to how the know¬ 
ledge was brougbt to earth in 
the first place.. Pictures of! 
amphibious creatures are shown 
which have fishes’ heads and 
tails as well as the usual set of 
hands and- feet. - Just about 
every fable, .including die Argo¬ 
nauts and Noah’s Ark, is woven 
into tbe argument. Tbe mixture 
is therefore a -curious one con¬ 
sisting of about equal parts of 
astronomy, anthropology and 
mythology with a dash of sci¬ 
ence fiction and peppered with 
references. It is tough going in 
parts ; not die sort of thing to 
read propped tip against the 
marmalade. 

In the end, slightly dazed by 
so much annotation, one has 
to come to a conclusion about 
it all. It seems, to me that there 
are three choices (and to be 
fair to Mr Temple be does leave 
the reader the choice, and bends 
ovejr backwards to present pos¬ 
sible explanationsV First, per¬ 
haps there is a rational explana¬ 
tion in the light of eur present 
knowledge.

Labyrinth 

The JVIcMahon-Husain Corres¬ 
pondence and its Interpreta¬ 
tions 1914-1939 

By Eb'e Kedourie 

( Cambridge, £12.50) 

The controversy over the 
Me Mahon-Husain correspon¬ 
dence goes rumbling on, and 
now Professor Kedourie, in 
much the fullest study yet pub¬ 
lished, has managed to stand 
most of the accepted ideas 
about it on their heads. He does 
not believe that the undertak¬ 
ings made by Sir Henry 
McMahon, the High Commis¬ 
sioner in Egypt, to Husain, the 
Sfaerif of Mecca, in letters 
exchanged between July 1915 
and March 191G, were incon¬ 
sistent _ with the subsequent 
Sykes-PicoC Treaty or with the 
Balfour Declaration. So far 
From the Arabs being swindled 
out of their birthright by 
French and Zionist pressures 
and a double-crossing British 
GovermneoL they came out of 
the war, he maintains, in a 
better position than their 
legitimate claims or practical 
efforts warranted. 

The case is presented with 
great erudition and a sombre 
wit. Professor Kedourie is as 
much at home in Arabic and 
French as in English. He is a 
brilliant historical detective, 
advocate, and hanging judge— 
Holmes, Birkeu and Amory 
roiled into one. Have aU the 
history books got to be re¬ 
written? 

The problem is really in two 
parts—what the letters were 
i supposed to mean by tbe people 
who wrote diem, and the inter¬ 
pretations that were subse¬ 
quently put on them—though 
of course the two parts inter¬ 
lock. There were complications 
of translation and terminology 
—including the fateful word 
“ districts ”: introduced (by 
Storrs?) into the letter ' o’f 
October 24 “ tile ,., portions of 
Syria lying to the west of the 


districts of Damascus, Hama, 
Homs and Aleppo cannot be 
said to be purely Arab . . — 
and above all of intention. But 
at the time real intentions were 
liable to be suppressed or 
distorted. 

It # certainly appears that the 
British end aimed at keeping 
commitments vague : “ On our 
part”, McMahon wrote to the 
Viceroy to explain his October 
24 letter, 44 it is at present 
largely a matter of words. . . . 
We must use persuasive terms 
and avoid haggling over com¬ 
mitments.” It is also true that 
Husain was more interested in 
questions of kingship and the 
Caliphate than boundaries, that 
□either he nor the British 
Government were in 1915 espe¬ 
cially occupied about the 
future fate of Palestine, and 
that in any case the corre¬ 
spondence was not a treaty. 

All the same, just because 
some of the letters had an 
apparent precision, and because 
of tbe secrecy which surrounded 
them after tbe war (the text 
was not published as a White 
Paper until 1939, as a result of 
Arab demands at the St James’s : 
Palestine conference), the; 
Arabs were given legitimate 
grounds for supposing that 
there was something shady to 
be hidden. 

Professor Kedourie reserves 
his strangest censure for those 
officials at tbe Foreign and 
Colonial Offices who, as he sees 
it* gave encouragement to this 

view by nourishing a feeling of 
guilt, brought about by a study 
of their files less thorough than 
his own. He is contemptuous 
of their failure to live up to 
their imperial heritage. Perhaps 
he does less than justice to the 
difficulties of policy making in 
wartime. Subsequent wars have 
shown that there is no sure way 
of avoiding mis understandings 
between belligerent govern¬ 
ments and resistance move¬ 
ments. There are probably 
plenty of McMahon-Hosain 
correspondences hatching in 
Africa and Asia even. now.

! I don’t think it’s ins ultin g tn 
say that it’s the tension this 
feat of skill generates which 
makes Monica Furlong’s first 
novel so compelling. She has 
tried to express what the 
mystical eye perceives—a c pro¬ 
jection” as she describes it— 
the capacity to see some people 
as more real, less mortal, 
larger than most. In themselves, 
her plot and characters possess 
relatively little tension. If any¬ 
thing, they exude languor, 
though languor may be a neces¬ 
sary precondition if the "cat’s- 
eye ” is to function at its vivid 
best. 

A convalescent air attaches 
itself to all die figures, not just 
the genuine convalescent; the 
central character Bridget Reilly, 
whose recent miscarriage has 
made her marriage seem more 
than ever a day and useless 
arrangement, A Catholic, she is 
! forced to contemplate divorce, 
i while she recuperates in Corn¬ 
wall with the WObraham 
family, all of whom seem tn me 
to display a stricken quality— 
NeD, the beautiful psycho¬ 
analyst, her librium and whisk? 
IT f HVulfflnn Wunted husband Sydney, their 
Jh. noagion j lovely, inert daughter Clare, the 


inexplicably related Paulinus. a 
real golden god of a boy, and 
even Ivo, their charming child 
prodigy. They move slowly 
against the summer seascape 
•tod although Miss Furlong is 
successful in suggesting they're 
awaiting some unknown event, 
their passivity is a handicap in 
making them carry the uUunaif’ 
weight of event she has devised 
for them. Even Paulinus who 
is Intended to radiate fierce 
sensual energy (whose semen 
is, rather unhappfly, likened to 
“golden rain”) is, as Bridget 
Reiliv herself concedes ai 
length. “ a bit of a thug ” really. 
A yobbo. 

But Ivo is the most important 
person and here. Miss Furlong 
has created a bright and moving 
creature, a child whose inno¬ 
cence has to be sacrificed for 
ril their sakes. Through him 
many elements of the story 
achieve' a single focus-^- 
- Bridget’s attempt to reconcile 
divorce and her faith, her tram 
ference from invalid ro nurse 
and her sense that the Wiibra- 
hams represent deities of a 
more pagan past, equally cap¬ 
able of a finer loving and tbe 
cruellest of sexual betrayals. 
Ire’s fate—which I can’t reveal 
without spoiling the story— 
brings the Eleu&inian Mysteries 
and the celebration of Christi¬ 
anity together in a single, tune¬ 
lessly recurring experience. 

Frankly, I think it’s a pity 
that evil, the counterpoise, has 
lie to introduced at the end of 
the book iu the shape of 
.Bridget’s fanatic IRA brother. 
Not because it dispels the peace 
of the story, because it un¬ 
balances the construction. 

Still, an occasional faltering 
is made far less .pronounced 
than it might be by the cover¬ 
ing strength of tiie prose which 
flows wife great Intensity and 
simplicity and * ultimately 
directs fee mystical content of 
fee book wifeconsiderable 
power. 

Interestingly, Peter Straub 
uses -a child to personify evil in 
his book Julia. Evil of a horrify¬ 
ing mid, literally, haunting loud. 

’ Lofting, whose own 

daughter has been killed by too 
carefully unenriained an acci¬ 
dent, tries to free herself from 


both mental breakdown and a 
pursuing husband by setting 
herself up in a house feat 
proves to harbour fee avenging 
spirit of another child. The 
seances, murder and general 
nastiness which .follow are all 
much better written than is 
common in a book of this kind 
and for feat reason^ it’s highly 
readable. But for .all Peter 
Straub’s cunning complications, 
tbe conclusion is predictable 
and the reaching of it largely 
implausible. 

.1 Hero In His Time is fee 
story of a Russian Jewish poet 
(of a bleakly me.Z>* ere kind) 
who is startled a little 

afraid to find himself included 
In a delegation to New York 
where, he is instructed, he must, 
read one specially composed ~ 
poem amongst his own collec¬ 
tion. 

Arthur Cohen writes with a 
stiffness that makes tbe book 
appear to be a translation from 
the Russian which of course it' 
isn’t Perhaps this is deliberate. 
Certainly, fee impression of 
Russian life (as far as one is at 
all competent to judge) is com¬ 
pletely convincing and Yuri 
Maximovich Isakovsky’s reduc¬ 
tion' of himself to fee incon¬ 
spicuous conveys oppression 
more subtly than overt violence. 
His severance of relationships 
wife all but his mongrel dog, 
his _ routine job, his careful 
choice and annotation of books 
should his two rooms ever be 
searched an have dun-coloured 
authenticity. And yet the man 
kirosriS largely escapes—pos¬ 
sibly because that is what he so 
assiduously tries to do. Escape 
himself feat is. Given me 
chance to defect, he remains as 
anxious as ever to avoid bong 
so troublesome. But in one small 
act he remains true. 

Of aU fee selves he tries to 
conceal he will not forsake fee 
role of poet (undistinguished 
though he knows himself to be) 
nor his belief that through 'fee 
poet * god speaks out of fee 
earth. Without betraying his 
government’s order, he im- 
proves fee language of the code 
poem be is to read in public.

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Aftermath of the New Hampshire presidential primary

Personality shines through, but 
has a candidate for all i 




The American presidential 
steeplechase is still wide opes 
—with President Ford relieved 
at having scrambled over the 
first hurdle, and Mr Jimmy 
Carter having opened up a gap 
over his Democratic rivals—-as 
the runners come out of New 
Hampshire and head for the 
next ^9 primaries. 

The striking thing about this 
traditional opener to election 
year is die performance of the 
non-Washington contestants, 
California’s former Republican 
governor, Mr Ronald Reagan, 
and Mr Jimmy Carter, ex- 
go verri or of Georgia. A few 
months ago both were laughed 
out of consideration in serious 
political discussion, yet Mr 
Reagan lost to Mr Ford in New 
Hampshire by only about 1 per 
cent of the popular vote and 
Mr Carter was bached by 30 
per cent of the Democratic 
electorate. 

Both appear to have done 
well through sheer force of per¬ 
sonality and through the anti- 
Washington feeling among 
voters detected in some 
opinion polls. But it should not 
be forgotten that both have ex¬ 
pended much effort and money 
on organization. 

Mr Ford, too, widely ridi¬ 
culed at the torn of the^ear 
as a nice humbler, has made 
something of a comeback, be¬ 
cause at the last minute he 
turned the tables on Mr Rea¬ 
gan, who was previously seen 
as having jumped far ahead and 
was expected to humiliate the 
President. 

StilL it will be a tooth-and- 


nafl battle, for after the Florida 
primary in two weeks’ time the 
advantage may well swing to 
Mr Reagan—while the Presi¬ 
dent’s next good chance will 
come In Illinois. That is the 
pattern the primaries are going 
to follow. But at least Mr Ford 
can claim to have won his first 
election outside his. former 
home congressional district in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

If the struggle is going to be 
divisive for Republicans, it will 
be equally so for the Demo¬ 
crats. In New Hampshire, Mr 
Carter was accorded the mod¬ 
erate to conservative Demo¬ 
cratic vote. Next week in 
Massachusetts he will be facing 
stern challenges for that middle 
ground from two men entering 
the lists, Governor George Wal¬ 
lace and Senator Henry Jack- 
son. His success so far has 
come from his placing himself 
ahead of any of the “ liberate ”, 
and it suggests that the keenest 
element among Democratic 
voters is to get away from 
McGovernism—as well as the 
idea of backing a new face. 

What is being called the 
“ sub-primary ** among liberal 
Democrats in New Hampshire 
was won by Mr Moms Udall, 
who came a respectable second 
to Mr Carter and ahead of 
Senator Birch Bayh. If Mr 
Udall does well in Massa¬ 
chusetts he may become the 
rallying candidate for the 
“left” of the party. 

Mr Carter is a disconcerting 
candidate to the professionals. 
The 1 brilliant smile that capti¬ 
vates some is, if watched 



dosely, seen to light up at 
quite the wrong phrase, flash¬ 
ing like a mistimed neon sign. 
He talks of God, and his style 
reflects the southern Baptist la; 
preacher that he still is. 

He looks passably like John 
Kennedy, but the style is quite 
different—a mumbled Georgia 


Plugging the loopholes that 
threaten animal survival 


The Govemmenfc Endangered 
Species (Import and Export 
Bill) receives its second reading 
in the House of Lords today. 

Sir Peter Scott, chairman of the 
World Wildlife Fund, discusses 
how effective these long- 
awaited trade controls will be. 

Wild orchids imported from 
Costa Rita, stuffed turtles an 
sale to tourists in the Canary 
Islands, the smuggling of black¬ 
shouldered kites from Thailand, 
the export of hundreds of 
thousands of spur-thighed tor¬ 
toises from Morocco, and the 
import of tortoiseshell combs 
and leopard-skin wallets, are all 
part of a vast and complex in¬ 
ternational trade in wild 
animals, plants, and products 
made from their dead parts. 

Their collection for inter¬ 
national trade is one of the 
u^ajor factor s affecting the sur¬ 
vival chances of many species. 
For some it is the only reason 
why they rate a red sheet in 
the Red Data Book of endan¬ 
gered species published by the 
International Union for Con¬ 
servation of Nature and Natural 
Resources. It was the effect of 
trade on the stains of so many 
wild animals and plants, and 
the initiative of IUCN that led 
to a meeting in Washington in 
March, 1973, when representa¬ 
tives from 80 countries came 
together to formulate an inter¬ 
national policy for controlling 
this 'traffic. 

The Convention on Inter¬ 
national Trade m Endangered 
Species of Fauna and Flora was 
the result and it listed over 600 
mammals, birds, reptiles, amphi¬ 
bians, fish ana molluscs and 
several thousand plants, the 
trade in which would be con¬ 
trolled. The Convention came 
into force on July 1, 1975, when 
10 countries had ratified it and 
since then the number of rati¬ 
fying countries has risen to 23. 

Three years after the Wash¬ 
ington meeting, the British Gov¬ 
ernment implemented the Con¬ 
vention (from January 1 this 
year) but cannot formally 
"ratify it until our 16 Depen¬ 
dent Territories—which include 
Hongkong, one of the world’s 
biggest animal trade centres— 
are in a position to ratify with 
us. The British Government 
has declared Its intention. of 
ratifying the Convention in time 
to attend the first important 
meeting of “contracting par¬ 
ties ” towards the end of this 
year when countries that have 
so far ratified will discuss the 
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The crocodile: in danger. 

problems they have faced in 
making the trade controls work. 

Some of the difficulties they 
are having will be similar to 
those which the Government 
is now discussing with the new 
Scientific Authority and infor¬ 
mally with conservation bodies, 
including the World Wildlife 
Fund. The Convention requires 
that all * parts and derivatives ” 
of threatened species on the 
schedules should be controlled 
as completely as the live speci¬ 
mens are, but the proposed 
qualifying phrase “readily 
recognizable B allows perhaps 
too free au interpretation of 
this clause. If the pelts of La 
Plata and the Cameroon daw- 
less otters, highly threatened by 
the demand for their fur, are 
Indistinguishable from the pelts 
of more common otters, trade 
will continue in all otter skins, 
which it. properly, should not. 
The case is strong for stopping 
entirely the trade in all otter 
skins, in order to protect the 
highly threatened species. This 
principle has been, applied suc¬ 
cessfully to plants and the trade 
in all wild orchids and cycla¬ 
mens will now be controlled 
and monitored. 

Made-up goods using the 
sldns and hides of many 
threatened species can still be 
sold freely in this country.

Carnage among the gastronomes 


Our economic difficulties. have 
been making hay of Britain^ 
fine restaurants. Last year’s 
well-publicized closures at the 
top of the trade were not the 
only disasters, according to the 
new Good Food Guide , pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

The book cuts the number 
of distinctions awarded by a 
third and topples many proud 
reputations by banishing 
famous establishments from its 
pages entirely- Tn Loudon the 
roll-call of eminent casualties 
includes the extraordinarily 
expensive Mirabelle; Robert 

Carrier’s restaurant in Isling¬ 
ton: the White Tower, which 
Princess Margarets set made 
famous in the fifties; and tue 
Roux brothers’ City branch, Le 
Poulbot. 

“Some fine restaurants have 
been swept away^ by the 
financial downpour 
Guide** editor, Christopher 
Driver. "Others have just 
been nnable in the present 
economic climate to krep up 
nmre the standards and kind 
of style on which they were 
founded. The trouble with high 

sjvle is that when it falls a^aJ 
there is nothing left” 

Not all the restaurants are so 


pessimistic about the prospects. 
At the White Tower the 
manageress said that she 
really had no time to discuss 
the implications of their 

omission: “ I’m busy ou the 
other line turning away people 
who want tables, because we 
are full for days ahead.” 

Bernard Walsh of Wheeled, 
the chain whose main show- 

E icce in Old Compton Street 
another victim of the purge, 
said: “ They may be right. I’m 
not going to say they are 
-wrong. But when we serve 
10,000 a la carte meals in an 
average week in London, 2,000 
in that restaurant, they cannot 
all be right can they? We try 
our very hardest and what else 
can we do ? ” 

The degradations are not 
confined to London. The Bell 
at Aston Clinton, until recently 
listed with distinction, is struck 
from tile Guide “ with regret ” 
after having been listed for 24 
years, and the hapless Carrier’s 
country sear, Hintiesham HaJl 
in Suffolk, loses its disauction 
for cooking. 

Driver rays there is no need 
to fear that we will not be able 
to eat out *u future. It is just, 
he suggests, that to maintain 


a consignment of key fobs or 
belts are mads from real croco¬ 
dile skin, these goods will con¬ 
tinue to come into the country; 
once through customs their sale 
is legal, in spite of the fact 
that aU but one member of the 
crocodile family is in danger of 
extinction, and that the trade is 
controlled in live specimens and 
raw hides. 

The basis for the Convention 
is that controls are designed 
to affect only those Red Data 
Book species threatened by 
trade, and not If their survival 
is in the balance for other 
reasons.

It 
is argued that any rare species 
could become more threatened, 
by trade, if there was a sudden 
upsurge of interest .in it, for 
example, as an exotic pet, or 
because its plumage becomes 
popular for fishing flies, or its 
teeth fashionable for earrings. 
It would obviously be difficult 
to apply the same principle to 
plants, hearing in mind that 
perhaps 20,000 flowering plants 
are rare enough to qualify for 
the Red Dasa Book at present. 

It is felt by some that it is 
the responsibility of govern¬ 
ments in countries which export 
rare wildlife, to legislate?, rather 
than for countries like Britain 
to stop the imp or ts . This view 
is unrealistic. Many countries 
have boundaries of hundreds 
oE miles, sometimes running 
through tropical forest, and few 
guard systems could patrol such 
areas effectively. 

The Convention was designed 
to improve the status, with the 
help of trade controls, of 
threatened animals and plants, 
in the wild. Sacrifices arc going 
to have to be made by the 
trade in order to meet the 
terms and spirit of the Con¬ 
vention ; painless implementa¬ 
tion is impossible. Too many 
concessions to trades and busi¬ 
nesses claiming to depend , in 
part on the import of, say, live 
boa constrictors, lyav skins or 
cacti, and the assumption that 
such trade is an invaluable 
prop to our frail economy, will 
result in pressure remaining 
and probably intensifying on 
wild animals and plants urgently 
needing conservation row.

We must not welsh on Nato’s 
early warning system 


Will Nato buy AWACS ? A 
decision is expected at the 
spring ministerial meeting. If 
tbev decide in favour of the 
Boeing E3A, Nato will purchase 
the most expensive aircraft in 
hlstoiy. AWACS stands for Air¬ 
borne Warning and Control 
System, and is die favourite con- 
tender to fill the Nato Airborne 
Early Warning (AEW) require¬ 
ment. It is a Boeing 7Q7 with a 
radar dome on top—a dish in 
the sky. 

There can be no argument as 
to need. The military directors 
of all the countries of the 
alliance agree. At present, there 
exists no effective warning 
against low-level missiles or air¬ 
craft. An airborne early warning 
aircraft flying at 30,000 feet can, 
at any given moment, theoreti¬ 
cally provide 360" coverage of 
all altitudes down to ground 
level out to an horizon at some 
245 miles range. Flying over 
central Germany, an AEW air¬ 
craft can detect every aircra ft 
airborne between Warsaw and 
Paris. . • 

An airborne early warning 
aircraft is a watchman, provid¬ 
ing warning where none exists, 
and through ground control, 
guiding allied aircraft and mis¬ 
siles to their targets. The plane 
would track incoming targets 
from their points of. origin, 
make a positive identification, 
and direct, allied fighters to any 
airborne target, at any altitude. 
Just as Important, the system 
could monitor and control allied 
aircraft on offensive missions, 
and then guide their return. 

Boeing claim two other advan¬ 
tages for a developed AWACS. 
It has a huge potential for im¬ 
proving ^identification Friend 
or Foe (IFF), which is, at 
present, far from satisfactory, 
and has the capacity to maxi¬ 
mize the effectiveness of all 
types of Nato fighters. 

Haring decided, in 1970, to 
begin AEW studies, a Nato 
Airforces Armaments Group 
was set up to examine possible 
candidates, which included 
Grcumnan’s E2C, Hawker Sid- 
deley’s proposed AEW version 
of the Nimrod, and the Boeing 
E3A, AWACS.. The result of 
the competition was that 
AWACS potentially offered the 
best operational performance. 
While the .Nato AEW pro¬ 
gramme office continued to 
study requirements and costs. 
Dr Schlesinger, the then United 
States Secretary for Defence, 
gave the go-abead in February

1975 for AWACS for the 
defeace of North America. The 
first aircraft trill go into 
service in November this year. 

The Nato office is seeking 
the solution to such problems 
as what capabilities ace needed, 
and thus, the complexity of the 
system. The cost will depend 
upon their answers. Does Nato 
need more than just early warn-' 
ing ? What should be the 
coverage of the system ? Should 
it be capable of fulfilling a 
role with respect to the forward 
zones in Europe, to the con¬ 
tinental defence of the United 
States, or to maritime sur¬ 
veillance ? Or to all at the same, 
time? How many orbits would 
be needed, and thus bow many 
aircraft ? The Nato planners 
are working against the clock 
to balance coverage against 
sophistication, and the reserve 
aircraft and backing needed. 

In the meantime the Nato 
countries are bracing them¬ 
selves against the shock. The 
United Kingdom has said it is 
“prepared to pay a reasonable 
share of the cost of an airborne 
early, warning system”. Were 
Britain not to do so, and go 
back on its commitment, there 
can be little - doubt that tbe 
whole programme would col¬ 
lapse. Is Defence Minister Mr 
Mason in a paying mood? 

Some estimates as to the cost 
of AWACS are available. The 
United States Department of 
Defence in March last year esti¬ 
mated that for the purchase of 
36 aircraft, based on Nato 
specifications ('which would be 
more complex than those neces¬ 
sary for the American system) 
the cost would be between 
£24m and £27m an aircraft. A

It also re¬ 
commended the abolition of the 
substantive Common Law 
offences to which the law on 
conspiracy in this area relates 
—notably, the offences of cor¬ 
rupting public morals,, outrag¬ 
ing public decency, indecent 
public exhibition and obscene 
jibeL The argument was that 
such offences were either 
covered by other specific en¬ 
actments, such as the Obscene 
Publications Act and the 
Theatres Act, or could be pro¬ 
hibited by new statute law to 
cover, for example, indecent 
exposure.

Act should bring within its 
operation film exhibitions on 
unlicensed premises—that is, in 
clubs. 

However, what the Law Com¬ 
mission’s original working 
paper left out of account was 
the fact that if the Common 
Law offences in this area were 
completely abolished, the 
ordinary cinema would not be 
protected from abuse by any 
Act at all. (The British Board 
of Film Censors is, of course, 
a non-statuMxy body appointed 
by the film industry itself.) In 
other words, the public screen 
would legally be freely avail¬ 
able for the showing of any 
material, however obscene, 
violent; cruel or bestiaL 

This legal gap, once it was 
pointed out, was something the 
Law Commission has had to 
take into account. It there¬ 
fore appears tbat.in its final re¬ 
port soon to be published, it 
will be proposed that the 
cinema should be brought un¬ 
der the formula of the Obscene 
Publications Act of 1959, which 
defines obscenity as that which, 
taken as a whole, “ tends to de¬ 
prave and corrupt”. It would 
also allow, the cinema the de¬ 
fence that; even so, nothing 
would be judged obscene if it 
could be “proved” to be “for 
tbe public good ”, not simply 
on -the grounds . of science, 
literature, art or learning but 
under the limitless category of 
* other objects of public con¬ 
cern”. It is, of course, under 
this escape-clause that articles 
which nobody claims are any¬ 
thing bat pornographic have 
been successfully defended by 
the testimony of “expert” wit¬ 
nesses as being for somebody’s 
good. 

A further recommendation 
that the Law Commission seems 
to have.in mind for the cinema 
is a restriction which does not 
even exist in the Obscene Pub¬ 
lications Act, but which is in 
the Theatres Act of 1968. This 
is that no prosecution can be 
made except by consent of tbe 
Attorney General. Thus the 
private citizen would be un¬ 
able to bring a prosecution if 
the Attorney General refused 
consent. Additionally, the sub¬ 
stantive offepce of indecent 
public exhibition, which has re¬ 
cently been ruled by the Lord 
Chief Justice to be. properly 
applicable to all film exhibi¬ 
tions, would go also. 

In other words, the Law Com¬ 
mission is likely tx> recommend 
(and Mr Roy Jenkins has let it 
be known that he intends to 
(legislate on their proposals) 
<the application of a weakened 
“deprave-and-corrupt” and 
“■public good ” formula at the 
very time when tbe scope for 
abusing this to defeat the in¬ 
tentions of the 1959 Act has 
recently been flagrantly re¬ 
vealed.

any dedicated witness claims 
that k means. It is tempting 
to see the answer in the re¬ 
placement of tbese formulae by 
specifying the acts of obscenity 
and Inhumanity which ought to 
be prohibited. But there seem 
to me to be two serious objec¬ 
tions to this. 

Tbe first is that it could lead 
to argument about whether this 
or that prohibited thing was in 
fan being depicted; thus the 
law might easily be brought 
into ridicule. The second is 
that it could only be applied 
to pictorial or staged material, 
and not to verbal descriptions; 
it would be wrong and absurd 
to try to apply it to writin/ 
about subjects which are plain!

" decently ” (either scientific^ 
ally or artistically) as well a*L 
obscenely. 

A far more commence use 
approach would be to agree 
with Lawrence that there is M 
difficulty for most of us in 
knowing what is pornographic, 
and simply to legislate againsr 
what is offensive to public 
standards of decency without 
recourse to attempted legil 
definitions. This is whai the 
Acts do which govern the Pm 
O ffice and the Customs.

Liberal Party finances 

From Mr Philip WaUcins 
Sir. Your contributor, Ronald Butt 
persists in bis misinterpretation or 
toe finances of the Liberal Party. 

In bis article last week he cor¬ 
rectly states that toe published 
accounts of toe Rowntree Trust for 
1974 showed payments of £79,147 
for political purposes to the Liberal 
Party, but infers, erroneously, that, 
apart from grants of £50,000 for the 
two general elections, this leaves 
“a total of £29,000 for central pur¬ 
poses in London " 

The Trustees have properly com¬ 
plied with toe provisions of the 
Companies Act in publishing details 
of payments tnade for Libera] Party 
purposes. But toe Liberal Party is 
more than a presence in London or 
a national headquarters, and it is 
wrong to assume, as Mr Butt does, 
that these payments were made to 
toe Liberal Party centrally. 

In fact, other than toe sum of 
£7,500 mentioned in my last letter, 
no part of the total of £29,000 was 
paid to the Liberal Party Organiza¬ 
tion, or any body over which toe 
organization has financial control. 
I have ascertained that the sum rep¬ 
resents grants to a wide variety 
of individuals and organizations 
throughout the country, and none 
were paid towards the* annual run¬ 
ning expenses of party headquarters. 

Mr Bart adds, specifically, that the 
Trust paid for the party’s press and 
research officers. This is not so. The 
party paid out of its own resources 
for these two officers. I think Mr. 
Butt may have in mind two mem¬ 
bers of toe staff of toe Liberal Par¬ 
liamentary Party; but these, of 
coarse, are quite separate from the 
staff of toe Liberal Party and their 
cost is not, and never has been, re¬ 
flected in the running costs of toe 
party.

State group 
reflects 
new needs 

Stork-IIke crane jibs sprout 
surprisingly from the pine 
forest glistening in the after¬ 
noon sue. From their cabs 
the drivers of the cranes 
gaze our over the Helsinki 
suburb of Vuosaari—about 
17 kSomecres from the 
centre of the Finnish capital 
—and beneath and around 
them a t the green painted 
buildings which form one of 
the largest single invest¬ 
ments in the Finnish ship¬ 
building industry. 

This is the 200m Finn- 
mark (about £25m) ship¬ 
yard of Valmet Oy, Finland's 
only state-owned engineering 
and shipbui-Lding company 
and successor to the 
organization which once was 
charged with the operation 
of the country’s armaments 
nrnt ordnance factories. Val¬ 
met is owned by the Govern¬ 
ment and can trace its ship¬ 
building antec end eats back 
co the middle of the 
eighteenth century when 
construction of a dock near 
the Sveaborg fortress in Hel¬ 
sinki began; it was later 
known as the Helsinki ship¬ 
yard oF Valmet. That yard 
remains as a repair facaJity, 
but the new yard at Vuosaari 
reflects the need which 
developed during the 1960s 
for the state group to meet 
a growing demand for larger 
vessels. 

The decision was taken to 
create a purpose-bielr yard 
able to build ships of up to 
300,000 tons deadweight. Be¬ 
tween 1971 and 1974, 
assisted by an extra Fmk95m 
of government-issued share 
capital, construction of the 
huge building dock and sup¬ 
porting facilities went ahead 
with work beginning on the 
first ship in November 1973. 

The new facilities include 
a massive plate fabrication 
shop and a large outfitting 
shop. In the building dock 
the company employs the 
tandem method of construc¬ 
tion so that while one ship 
is being assembled in the 
dock, the stern suet inn of 
the following ship is sning 
ahead at the land end of the 
dock. 

Valmet as a group employs 
about 18,000 workers and last 
year its turnover was an 
estimated £300m. Within rhe 
group shipbuilding is on 
important activity with four 
yards in operation and with 
many of the ships on order, 
as with other Finnish yards, 
destined for the Soviet 
Union. 


The company has built 
extensively for the Soviet 
Hag, with cargo liners and 
timber carriers representing 
the main workload in the 
two decades after the Second 
World War. The company 
has built almost 50 accommo¬ 
dation ships for tbe Soviet 
Union to bouse workers 
engaged on construction 
projects, and the Russians 
remain happy with the 
original design. 

Valmet employs 2,100 
people at Vuosaari and its 
order book there stretches 
into 1979 with two 21,000 
ton dwt roll-on, roll-off ships 
for the Soviet Union 
scheduled to be the first 
vessels delivered from the 
yard. The yard is also build¬ 
ing a series of tankers each 
of 150,000 ton dwt _ for 
Norwegian owners, and is to 
build two 36,600 ton dwt 
barge carriers and barges for 
the Soviet Union. 

Like other Finnish yards 
tbe company is sdll nego¬ 
tiating for further orders 
with die Russians, although 
present orders trill ensure 
that all departments at 
Vuosaari are working at 
full capacity until tbe end 
of next year. Steel use at 
the yard is about 40,000 
tonnes a year although there 
is scope for 60,000 tonnes. 

Valmet has another bust¬ 
ling shipbuilding subsidiary, 
Oy Laivateollisuus, near 
Turku, which concentrates 
on smaller and more 
specialized ships. The yard 
recently completed two off¬ 
shore supply boats for 
Norwegian owners but most 
of its orders are for research 
shins for the Russians, with 
eight in the present package 
to add to the 10 already 
delivered by the company.

That is among the main 
: marketing objectives at 
W&rtsila in the short term, 
but the company Is equally 
enthusiastic about the long¬ 
standing custom It has re¬ 
ceived from the Soviet Union 
andthe projects of the Rus¬ 
sians, in concert with the 
Finnish shipbuilder, poshing 
forward tbe technology of ice- 
breaking. It seems that the 
thaw in East-West relations 
is good for the icebreaking 
business. 

Shipbuilding is the domi¬ 
nant activity in the opera¬ 
tions of the Wartsila group, 
one of the largest Finnish 
industrial enterprises. More 

than half of its turnover 

comes from shipbuilding, 
which employs about 8,000 
workers out of the group 
total of about 16.000. 

Tbe company operates 
two main shipyards—one in 
Helsinki, where h has been 
building ships for more than 
a century, and the other at 
Turku on the west coast, 
where sHripbuikiing is accom¬ 
panied by engine building. 
Warts OS is also nearing the 
end of a major investment 
programme ait Per no, near 
Turku, where it has con¬ 
structed a building dock for 
the assembly of hulls. 

The cost of the Perno pro¬ 
ject is 400m Fiunmarks 
(about £50mj and the keel 
of the first ship is scheduled 
to be laid in May. Some bull 
assembly has been contrac¬ 
ted out to a building dock 
operated by Oy Navire, at 
Naan tab*, and it win deliver 
five bulls to Turku this year 
and next. 

At the Helsinki yard, 
apart from construction of 
a gas turbine-powered 
passenger ship, the entire 
order book is made up of 
icebreakers—12 of them for 
the Soviet Union—extending 
in size from a Polar class 
vessel of 36,000 shaft horse¬ 
power down to a series of 
three shallow-draught ice¬ 
breakers developing 3,400 
shp. Wartsila is also building 
icebreakers for the Finnish, 
Swedish and Argentinian 
Governments. With its own 
ice laboratory, the company 
has established a worldwide 
reputation and has deri^'is 
for an icebreaker of 140,000 
shn. 

Wartsila has also built up 
a strong reputation for the 
construction of luxury cruise 
liners and at the beginning 
nf this decade held orders 
for more than 40 per cent 
of the cruise liner tonnage 
then on order. The com¬ 
pany’s overall shipbuilding 
order book is valued at about 
£540m with 21 ships on 
order from the Turku-Pemo 
yards. - ? 


The Turku orders include, 
a pair of car carriers, five 
32,000 ton deadweight pro¬ 
ducts carriers, two cable 
laying ships for Russia and 
four cargo liners for Vene¬ 
zuela. The Perno yard holds 
an order worth Fmk L200m 
for a series of seven lique¬ 
fied petroleum gas carriers 
which will provide the yard 
with work until 1979- 

In its first phase the build¬ 
ing dock at Perno will be 
able to accommodate two 
hulls side by side, with a 
maximum unit size of 
100,000 tons dwt, aod the' 
company is basing its initial 
programme on the yard, 
using 60,000 tonnes of steel 
a year and producing a total, 
of 3.5 ships annually. 

In the present world re¬ 
cession for shipbuilding, 
Wartsila executives are 
drawing some consolation 
from the fact that the deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with a large 
shipbuilding facility was not 
taken earlier. With the in¬ 
dustry internationally faced 
with a huge glut of capacity, 
Wartsila could have been 
among the yards hit by the 
collapse of the tanker mar¬ 
ket. As it is, the company 
believes that ft will have 
plenty of flexibility with the 
Turku and Perno yards to 
meet the requirements of a 
changing market 

Against the background' 
of the world market, Wart 
sDS has a substantial back¬ 
log of orders. Looking 
ahead, it has licence agree¬ 
ments with Moss Rosenberg, 
tbe Norwegian builders of 
liquefied natural gas car¬ 
riers, and is pressing ahead 
with design and develop¬ 
ment work on an offshore 
drilling ship. 


Big yard 
looks to 
Russians 


The ice squeezes tightly 
against the huge . pontoons 
from which the colossal red- 
painted columns soar 'up¬ 
wards for 120ft to the main. 
deck of the rig where scores 
of workers, amid a tangle of 
cables and the (tin of mach¬ 
inery, work against the clock. 
This is Mantyluoto, Finland’s 
only exploration-rig building 
works, which has one of the 
biggest order books in the 
world. 

But tbe rig now beneath 
the huge gantry, like those 
which will follow it, is well 
behind the original delivery

This rig, the Celtic 1,_ bos 
been chartered .by its British 
owners to British Petroleum 
and they are. working on the 
basis that it will be ready 
to leave the basin at M3nty- 
luoto by the end of May or 
early June. But Mr Seppo 
Aaaamo, the commercial man¬ 
ager-at tbe yard, fears that 
there could be further delays. 
Only- days before, he' was 
alerted by the owners that 
further changes would have 
to be made during construc¬ 
tion and that could mean 
that BP wiH have tp wait a 
little longer. 

Mr Ainamo has other wor¬ 
ries. The steelworks at tbe 
yard—a half-hour drive from 
the west coast town of Pori 
—4s running out of work end 
needs filling if the men and 
tbe plant are to be gainfully 
employed beyond the end of 
this year. 

There is no prospect, he 
says, of any further orders 
for semi-submersible rigs 
being placed for the Norm 
Sea oil and gas search for 
at least another year. The 
Finnish yard now has to 
contecud wwb die bny-British 
policy of the United King¬ 
dom Government which the 
oQ companies are now 
operating. The market is 
quiet. 

For Rauma, tbe brightest 
hope is the Russian market 
ana the rig builders hope 
that its quotations for two 
rigs designed, for work in the 
Caspian Sea will be accepted 
by th'e Soviet planners. But 
the Finns are finding tough 
competition from other 
countries. 

Tf Rauma can get those 
orders, its steelworks will be 
occupied to the end of 1978. 
Mr Ainamo reckons that 
production costs at' Manty¬ 
luoto are between . 10 and 15' 
per cent-lower than 1 those of 
his leading rival, the Nor¬ 
wegian Aker group, which 
ironically licensed Rauma to' 
build seven of' the H-3 rigs 
designed by Aker. 

The works at Mantyluoto 
was planned at the end of . 
the 1960s for the.manufac¬ 
ture of a range of heavy 
equipment for . the power 
generation, chemical and. 
'petrochemical industries and 
it was not until 1972 fhat.it 
secured its first order for 
an oil dciHfos rig. 

It has delivered four from 
its order book of a dozen 
ries of three designs—the 
H-3, tbe French designed 
Pentagone, and the Ameri¬ 
can Ocean Ranger—and if 
the Russian orders are con¬ 
firmed it will add a fourth 
type.-

Elsewhere on foe labour 
side Finnish industry has 
experienced serious difficul¬ 
ties and may face further 
trouble. Wildcat ' strikes 
were a particular feature of 
foe industry's labour rela¬ 
tions of 1974. The Wartsila 
yard at Turku lost ■ 295,000 
working hours in that year.

dustry subcommittee of the 
Commons Expenditure Commit¬ 
tee, said that if the rescue 
scheme were carried forward 
and if the conditions -which 
were an essential part of it were 
met—such as some new models, 
a slimming down of the labour 
force, and better labour rela¬ 
tions—-then the company had a 
future. 

Asked about the role of gov¬ 
ernment-nominated directors to 
tbe Chrysler UK board, whose 
names are yet to be announced, 
Mr Lord said they would be 
responsible to the company as a 
whole.

Alaskan oil search ban 


Washington, Feb 25.—Mr 
Thomas Kleppe, Secretary of 
the Inte rior, announced yester¬ 
day Thai joint bidding by major 
-oil companies will be ‘banned 
in’ the forthcoming sale of 
petroleum’leases- in the Gulf 
of Alaska. . 

The department had adopted 
a general ban on joint bidding 
by the largest companies in off¬ 
shore sale last .year, but 
amended the regulations oo 
January 23 to allow exceptions 
in unusually risky new areas.- 

The Gulf of Alaska had 
appeared a likely area to waive 


the ban on joint bidding, as 
its characteristics include deep 
water, a rigorous climate, 
severe storms and earthquakes 
conditions that could make oil 
drilling difficult and costly. 

Amendment.to the regulation’ 
was Intended to allow large 
companies, to share costs and 
operations in areas too risky

A split in foe ranks of insur¬ 
ance brokers over foe proposed 
new nries for relating commis¬ 
sion on life business to 
premiums rather than sums 
assured was revealed yesterday. 

Sir Henry Mance, a former, 
chairman of Lloyd’s of London, 
and now chairman of foe Lloyd’s 
long-term life assurance opera¬ 
tion, Lloyd’s Ufe, criticized the 
new rules at his group’s annual 
meeting. 

Lloyd’s Life would like to join 
foe Life Offices Association, 
which is implementing the new 
rules, he said, but “we cannot 
accept a commission cartel as a 
prerequisite of joining”. 

Sir Henry’s remarks come 
only a few days after five lead¬ 
ing life offices—Abbey Life, 
Cannoa Assurance, Hambro. 
Life, L30gham Life and 
Schroder Life have joined foe 
LOA. 

This means that the LOA and 
the Associated Scottish Life 
Offices members now account 
for about 95 per cent of total 
United Kingdom ordinary life 
busiuess. 

Both LOA and tbe ASLO rake 
this to indicate a “ high level of 
support within the industry for 
the new premium related com¬ 
missions structure, due to be 
introduced on July 1. 

“ The associations believe it 
is essential that foe consumer 
should know when buying life 
assurance that foe recommenda¬ 
tion of any particular type of 
policy or any particular insur¬ 
ance company is not influenced 
by foe commission payable.” - 

In the light of fois, Lloyd’s 
Life can be assumed to be under 
some moral pressure to come 
within the orbit of tbe general 
life offices scheme, but it 
apparently faces special prob¬ 
lems in doing so 

Lloyd’s Life worked ouly 
through tbe full-time profes¬ 
sional insurance broker, in 
keeping with foe Lloyd’s tradi- 
tiou. Sir Henry Mance pointed 
cut yesterday. “The costs of 
new busiuess acquisition .vary 
greatly according to selling 
methods. 

“To pick out commission 
paid to brokers, to force it into 
a set structure’ and then tu 
insist that all members of the 
Life Offices Association should 
conform to foe pattern while at 
i rhe same time ignoring the rest 
l of the whole area of new busi- 
I ness acquisition costs is, in our 
I view, entirely -wrong.” 

J A spokesman for Lloyd’s Life 
; added last night that brokers 
I bringing business to the com- 
I pany tended to do a good deal 
■ of the administrative work 
[ which in other life offices might 
be done by paid inspectors or 
Other officials of foe company. 
The commission structure had 
to reflect this fact. 

A spokesman for it. LOA 
said there was no compulsion 
on Lloyd’s Life or any other 
company to join foe association. 


Three-point 
lira support 
package

Italy’s government has an¬ 
nounced a package of restric¬ 
tive measures in foe hope of 
halting foe plunge in value of 
foe lira when foe foreign ex¬ 
change markets reopen on 
Monday. 

The derisions were taken at 
a meeting. In foe Treasury mini¬ 
stry last night after an anxious 
day in which foe lira lost about 
2 per. cent against foe dollar. 
The restrictive measures were 
throe. 

From today foe discount rate 
is raised from 7 to 8 per cent, 
after being lifted from'6 to 7 
per cent on February J- 

Banks will have to-advance 
by a month—from mid-April to 
mid-March—the payment of a 
scheduled 0375 per cent extra 
share' of their deposits which 
must be lodged as obligatory 
reserves with foe Bank of Italy. 
It is hoped thereby to mop up 
350.000m lire (about £220m>. 

Short-term credit facilities 
which banks have hitherto been 
authorized to grant to expor¬ 
ters are abrogated immediately, 
with the intention of draining 
from foe market about 750,000m 
lire. . 

Reopening of foreign ex¬ 
change markets, closed on Janu¬ 
ary 21, means, that foe Bank of 
Italy will return to supporting 
foe lira officially. 

But it has extremely slender 
foreign currency resources, and 
the hope Is that promised 
credits from foe European Eco¬ 
nomic Community (51,000m, or 
about £500m), from the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund (about 
5530m) and possibly from foe 
West German Federal Bank, 
will be negotiated readily.

J. Walter Thompson, the 
advertising agency, has resigned 
its Schweppes mixer drinks 
account, worth about £700,000, 
which it took over from Ogilw 
Benson & Mather in 1972. 

A series of disagreements 
between foe two companies cul¬ 
minated on Monday when 
Schweppes . rejected the 
agency’s creative proposals for 
a television and poster cam¬ 
paign due to appear late* this 
spring. 

Next day Mr John Lindesay- 
Bethtme, managing director of 
JWT, met Mr John Beasley, 
-chairman of Schweppes, to hand 
in bis resignation of the 
account, one of foe agency’s 
biggest. 

Commenting on foe decision 
yesterday, Mr Lindesay-Befoune 
said foe new campaign “ con¬ 
formed completely to the 
requirements of foe ’ brief. In 
our opinion it bad foe style and 
tone essential to Schweppes 
advertising and would have 
contributed outstandingly to the 
reputation and commercial 
success of foe brand.” 

Rejection of an important 
part of this planning, he said, 
“highlighted a deep and fun¬ 
damental difference about the 
nature of advertising appro¬ 
priate for Schweppes. In the 
circumstances there appears rn 
be no alternative but for us to 
■withdraw.” 

With OBM, its previous 
agency, Schweppes had gained 
international recognition <□ 
advertising circles by abbreviat¬ 
ing its brand name to “ Scbh ” 
in . advertisements. JWT 
inherited the “ Secret of Schh ” 
slogan with William Franklyn. 
the actor, who had been adver¬ 
tising foe products. 

Its brief was to extend 
existing associations with tonic 
water, Schweppes’s largest- 
selling miser product, to other 
nroducts like- ginger ale and 
bitter lemon. To do fois it 
devised - foe word “ Wepnes ” 
heavily used in foe first of the 
three campaigns run by JWT 
for foe company. 

In subsequent campaigns, 
however, the “Weppes** theme 
was dropped in favour of the 
earlier “roti know- who”’ 
theme. 

Neither JWT nor Schweppes 
will comment on foe proposal 
for foe 1976 campaign, beyond 
saving that it was consistent 
with earlier advertising. 


Small increase in 
overtime worked 

Overtime working increased 
in November, despite tbe reces¬ 
sion. The percentage of opera¬ 
tives in manufacturing indus¬ 
tries working overtime rose to 
3L8 from 30.5 per cent in Octo¬ 
ber, according to figures pub¬ 
lished in today’s Department of 
Employment Gazette.

On December-19 last The. Times 
commented, in a leading article 
under the heading “Spending

it urgently needs reinforcement 
bv four new Prime Ministerial 
rules". . 

A -very senior person In the 
Treasury recently remarked 
that all the four suggested new 
rules had now been applied. 
It is worth inquiring how far 
this is really true. 

The four rules suggested by 
The Times were: 

” First that the PESC figures 
are in themselves a policy- com¬ 
mitment which override all par¬ 
ticular policy commitments. 
Secondly, that vrh.cn substantial 
changes'in particular policies or 
new commitments are necessary 
these do. nor and cannot be¬ 
come government policy until 
specific compensating savings 
have been identified. and em¬ 
bodied in revised PESC alloca¬ 
tions to spending departments 
or, if the ovcndl total is to be 
increased, until the 'consequen¬ 
tial taxiog. and ' financing 
arrangements have been speci¬ 
fied and accepted. and . until 
the*' changes ' have' been 
announced to Parliament. . 

“Thirdly, that all uncontroll¬ 
able commitments be constantly 
monitored and, when thev 
threaten to exceed The provi¬ 
sion in PESC, compensating ad¬ 
justments be made forthwith as 
under rhe second ruIe.Tourthly, 
that, when tbe ' constant price ’ 
figures for future years, includ¬ 
ing tbe planned allowance for 
rhe relative price effect, mature 
into tbe actual estimates for 
the present year, allowance 
shall only be made for the 
general erosion of money values 
since the plans, were laid and 
that the resulting figures shall 
apply as cash limits." . 

The question of the status 
of the PESC figures has always 
been a. vexed one; and the 
latest White Paper omirs the 
traditional sentence defining 
them, merely referring to them 
as “plans” which “are not 
immutable,- and must be open 
to revision in either. direction 
as rircuinstances require”. 

The first public expenditure 
White Paper (Mr Maudling’s of 
December, 1963, Cmnd 2235) un¬ 
ashamedly admitted that the 
figures were “an approximate 
calculation of the prospective 
level of public expenditure” 
which “do tot represent deci¬ 
sions by the Government’ to 
spend particular sums in that 
(1967-68) year”. By .contrast 
the second such White Paper 
(Mr Callaghan’s of - February, 
1966, Cmnd 2915). spoke quite 
dearly of “decisions establish¬ 
ing omits for the main pro¬ 
grammes for 1969-70^*-and of 
a specific “ decision to-Emit the 
total growth of public sector 
expenditure 

That has remained the-for¬ 
mal position in every subse¬ 
quent White Paper. Brat in 
practice under Mr (now Lord) 
Barber’s -Chancellorship • -the 
concept of firm allocations was 
steadily degraded towards the 
status of mere "forecasts. One 
major spending minister in Mr 
Heath’s Cabinet remarked to 
me this week that he never took 
the slightest notice of PESC, 
always telling his officials that, 
if it came to the poin ty, then 
provided that he could' make 
a good political case, he could 
always, get any money he 
wanted in the Cabinet, what¬ 
ever. overall spending plans 
might have been laid. 

That disastrous attitude con¬ 
tinued in the first year of tbe 
present Government. ../..One of 
Labour’s major spending minis¬ 
ters told me recently that he 
was shocked by the decline in 


spending discipline by contrast 
with tbe. previous Labour gov¬ 
ernment. It remains to be seen 
whether, on the strength of the 
tougher climate reflected jn rhe 
present White Paper, the PESO 
plans will be' restored to the 
status which they had in the 
late 1960's. __ 

As to The Times’s second and 
third rules, the Treasury's nev 
Ca biiiet "arrangement for 
operational control of the con¬ 
tingency reserve, announced by 
Mr Joel Barnett last Thursday, 
is a substantial step in the right 
direction, though It falls well 
short of the watertight standard 
proposed by The Times. Under 
these arrangements all claims 
on the contingency reserve will 
be continuously and synnp- 
rically ■ monitored by ’ the 
Cabinet with a view to avoiding 
the recent tendency for it to 
be spent several times over as 
a result of piecemeal approval 
of plausible bids.

tingency reserve. Nor is any¬ 
thing said in the Treasury’s 
recent pablic pronouncements 
about what happens if and 
when the contingency reserve 
is exhausted. Unless there is 
automatic provision for de¬ 
ciding simultaneously on com¬ 
pensating cuts, tbe totals may 
still grow without the economic 
and taxation implications _ of 
that being formally identified 
and -accepted by ministers 
when- extra spending -is 
authorised. 

There is no need at all to 
doubt the Treasury’s present 
determination to operate this 
control stringently. They even 
recently applied not without 
considerable grumbling from 
the aggrieved divisions, to 
themselves when authorizing 
extra spending as parr of the 
CfaanceUor’a recent measures to 
alleviate unemployment. 

But nothing has yet been-said 
about reporting the progress of 
this monitoring of claims on 
the contingency reserve to Par¬ 
liament so that those who are 
supposed - under our constitu¬ 
tion to be die tdtimale watch¬ 
dogs over executive spending 
can satisfy themselves that ex¬ 
cessive commitments are not 
being built up for. future years. 
The Expenditure Committee 
should press Treasury witnesses 
about this -when they appear 
today before its General Sub¬ 
committee. 

As to The Times’s fourth 
rule, ihe Treasury’s reply. to 
the Expenditure- Committee 
tins week explains the form in 
which- cash limits -will be 
applied to 1976-77 - spending 
plans. It is a- good start, 
provided “that the - limits— 
especially, in .the area of the 
rate support grant—are applied 
relentlessly. . 

But the cash’ limits will only 
be- applied after- tbe PESC 
figures for 1976-77, which are 
at-1975 survey-prices (ie, those 
ruling in December, • 1974), 
havei been, revalued to Decem¬ 
ber 1975, price levels oh the 
-basis of the actual pay and 
price increases experienced in 
each sector, , rather than on the 
basis of the general erosion of 
money values.. Thus, at least 
half toe horse wiD have bolted 
before this stable door is 
locked.
